ARNICA  MONTANA  (RADIX). 

Leopard's  bane.  Compositce. 

A  widely  spread  plant  growing  on  the  high  mountain  plains  of  Ger- 
many. One  of  the  oldest  popular  drugs,  called  in  the  German  Wohlverleih, 
which  means  bestowing  well-being,  having  nothing  to  do  with  wolves,  as 
our  learned  French  colleague  supposed ;  it  is  also  called  Fallkraut,  meaning 
the  herb  useful  after  a  fall.  Two  hundred  years  ago  Fehr  called  it  panacea 
lapsorum. 

One  of  the  first  provings  of  Hahnemann  was  made  with  the  Arnica  root. 
(Fragmenta  de  viribus  medicamentorum  positivis  sine  in  sano  corpore  humano 
observatis,  1805,  pp.  17-24)  containing  117  symptoms  of  Hahnemann's  own 
observation ;  quotations,  33 ;  one  of  the  most  wonderful  results  of  his 
exploration,  and  all  from  the  root. 

In  the  first  volume  of  his  Materia  Medica  Pura,  1811,  pp.  236-248,  his  own 
symptoms  increased  to  175 ;  quotations  from  old  books,  never  considered 
of  any  importance  to  real  homoeopathic  practitioners,  to  55. 

In  the  second  edition,  1822,  pp.  471-503,  Hahnemann's  symptoms  had  in- 
creased to  278,  all  from  the  root,  and  he  was  able  to  add  provings  by  his 
students.  He  examined  each  prover  with  the  utmost  care  and  scrupu- 
lousness, and  the  symptoms  had  increased  to  314. 

In  the  third  edition,  1830,  soon  after,  there  were  in  all  638,  only  46  ad- 
ditions. 

A  great  many  reports  of  so-called  poisonings  have  been  given  in  the 
journals.  It  is  very  probable  that  all  these  were  the  result  of  tincture  made 
from  the  flowers,  containing  the  arnica  fly.  Before  the  bud  opens,  an  in- 
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sect,  Atherix  maculatus  Meignen,  lays  its  eggs  into  the  torus,  or  receptacle. 
The  worms  coming  therefrom  live  on  the  seed,  which  does  not  prevent  the 
development  of  the  flower,  but  the  ripening  of  seed.  Nearly  all  flowers 
in  the  shops  contain  eggs,  worms,  or  the  excrements  and  other  remains  of 
the  worms,  or  the  pupas;  and  all  this  acts  similarly  to  Cantharides. 

Following  the  example  of  Hahnemann,  we  ought  to  use  nothing  but  the 
root. 

It  would  be  of  great  importance  to  have  this  insect,  or  its  eggs  or  pupas 
proved,  to  enable  us  to  separate  the  symptoms  of  the  flower  from  those 
of  the  insect.  All  tinctures  made  from  the  flowers  are  very  uncertain  pre- 
parations and  not  to  be  trusted.

Feels  like  a  heavy  weight  in  head. 

■  Feeling  of  weight  in  the  head  and  on  making  any  exertion, 

sensation  as  if  a  liquid  was  fluctuating  in  the  brain,  on  the 

day  following  an  attack,     d  Chronic  cephalalgia. 
I  Feeling  at  upper  part  of  head  as  though  the  brain  was  sore 

and  tender. 
lOversensitiveness  of  the  whole  brain,  or  in  diflFerent  parts  of  it. 

d  Megrim. 

■  Burning  in  the  brain,  with  natural  heat  of  the  body,  night 

and  morning ;  worse  from  motion,  better  at  rest. 

Congestive  and  gastric  headaches. 

Bad  effects  from  falls  or  blows  on  the  head. 

llMechanical  injuries;  especially  with  stupor  from  concus- 
sion ;  fractures  of  the  skull,  or  even  compression  (apply  ex- 
ternally warm  cloths  saturated  with  dilute  tincture  from  the 
root ;  give  also  internally). 

■  Headache  >  from  motion  on  the  pillow.     ^Pneumonia. 

■  Early  in  the  morning  he  durst  not  set  about  reading,  nor 

working  on  first  getting  out  of  bed  without  incurring  an 
attack,     d  Megrim. 

Headache :  violent  on  waking ;  in  the  morning,  stupifying ; 
from  3  to  8  p.m.,  pressive ;  on  walking  in  open  air,  press- 
ing ;  with  cough,  stitch  in  forehead  ;  on  moving  head,  stitches 
in  head ;  on  rising  or  sitting  up  in  bed ;  on  reading  or  re- 
flecting, pressure  in  forehead ;  on  stooping ;  on  walking, 
pressure  in  forehead ;  on  walking  up  stairs,  pressing  in  fore- 
head. 

Headache  with  vertigo. 

■  Pain  as  if  a  knife  were  drawn  through  the  head  transversely 

from  the  left  side ;  this  is  immediately  followed  by  internal 
coldness  of  the  head,  which  causes  the  hair  to  stand  on  end. 

■  Brain  affected,     d  Diarrhoea  and  dysentery. 

Violent  headache  on  waking  in  the  morning,  which  reached 
such  a  point  at  8  A.M.  that  while  walking  in  open  air  he  fell 
from  dizziness ;  disappeared  at  10  a.m. 

■  ■Meningitis  after  mechanical  or  traumatic  injuries,  such  as 

concussions,  bruises,  falling,  concussion  of  brain,  etc.,  when 
suspecting  exudation  of  blood,  fibrine  or  pus.  In  such  cases 
we  find  great  sopor  and  partial  paralysis  of  the  tongue,  the 
oculomotors,  the  iris  or  the  limbs. 

■  ■Meningitis  after  lesion  or  concussion,  provided  there  is  no

I  Early  in  the  morning  fullness  of  head,  soon  followed  by  flick- 
ering before  the  eyes,  which  was  increased  by  reading  or 
writing.  ^Headache  occurring  once  or  twice  a  week  for 
twelve  years. 

Diplopia  after  injuring  the  eye. 

If  she  attempts  to  read  the  eyes  pain  and  the  print  seems  to 
dance  in  a  fog  and  vanish,  so  she  must  rub  the  eyes.

■  ■Inflammation  of  eyes,  with  suggillations  after  mechanical 

injuries. 

■  Subconjunctival  ecchymosis,  resulting  from  whooping-cough 

or  from  injuries. 
Rheumatic  iritis,  marked  by  much  lachrymation,  photophobia 
and  redness,  with  shooting  and  tearing  pains  in  and  around 
the  eye  ;   <  at  night  and  by  warmth. 

■  ■Retinal  hemorrhage;  expedites  absorption  of  clots. 
I  I  Amblyopia  after  a  blow  on  the  head. 

■  Relaxed  condition  of  blood-vessels  and  too  fluid  condition  of 

blood  predisposing  to  hemorrhages.

®  Hearing  and  Ears.     Great  sensitiveness  to  loud  sounds,  with 

pain  in  ears. 
I  Noises  in  the  ear  caused  by  rush  of  blood  to  the  head ;  with 

great  sensitiveness  to  sound. 

■  Buzzing  and  humming  before  the  ears  with  difficult  hearing. 

6  Meningitis  infantum ;  sequel. 
llHard  hearing  from  concussions. 

■  Deafness  after  typhus. 

Rushing  in  ears  with  deafness  of  r.,  and  stitches  through  1.  ear. 
Pain  internally  in  cartilage  of  1.  ear,  as  if  the  parts  had  been 
bruised  or  contused.

One  of  the  oldest  of  Hahnemann's  provings,  but  not  published  in  the 
Fragmenta,  nor  in  the  first  volume  of  his  Materia  Medica.  The  reasons 
for  this  omission  he  gives  in  1816,  in  the  second  volume.  The  ignorant, 
maltreated,  easily  frightened  people,  seeing  the  great  effects  of  small  doses, 
cried  him  out  a  "  poison  doctor."  The  first  edition  oi  Arsenicum  contained 
294  of  his  own,  and  368  from  other  sources;  some  from  his  disciples,  Stapf, 
and  Hornburg;  the  rest  quotations  from  various  authors,  on  which,  how- 
ever, he  never  placed  much  value. 

In  1824,  in  the  second  edition  of  his  Materia  Medica,  his  own  symptoms 
had  increased  to  431,  and  the  symptoms  of  others  to  516;  Stapf,  23 ;  Horn- 
burg, 15;  Langhammer  (one  of  the  best  provings  we  have  of  this  remedy) 
58  ;  Frederic  Hahnemann,  13  ;  Baehr,  11 ;  Meyer,  6 ;  the  rest  are  quotations 
from  the  old  school ;  total,  947. 

In  1833,  in  the  third  edition  of  his  Materia  Medica,  we  have  a  much  im- 
proved edition,  although  containing  some  symptoms  from  Fowler's  solu- 
tion, in  all,  comprising  1068  symptoms. 

In  1839,  as  an  appendix  to  the  second  edition  of  his  Chronic  Diseases, 
Hahnemann  gives  us  a  fourth  and  last  revision,  with  many  more  internal 
improvements  and  abridgements,  including  a  proving  by  Nenning,  in  all 
1231  symptoms.  The  administration  of  Arsenicum  is  more  often  disappoint- 
ing than  that  of  any  other  drug,  the  cause  of  which  lies  in  the  too  numer- 
ous collections  of  poisonings,  and  the  lack  of  symptoms  produced  by  higher 
potencies.  This  view  is  corroborated  by  the  collection  of  the  Sulphur 
symptoms  were  the  relation  is  the  reverse.

Antidotes  to  poisonous  doses :  milk,  albumen, 
etc.,  should  be  given  at  first  to  envelope  the  poison  until  the 
antidote  or  emetic  can  be  obtained.  Induce  vomiting  by 
emetics  of  mustard,  sulphate  of  zinc,  or  sulphate  of  copper, 
etc.,  but  avoid  tartar  emetic,  and  other  substances  which 
strongly  irritate  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  stomach.  Lime- 
water  is  useful  by  diminishing  the  solubility  of  the  arsenious 
acid.  Demulcent  drinks  in  large  quantities  are  useful.  To 
counteract  that  portion  of  the  arsenic  not  expelled  from  the 
stomach,  freshly  prepared /grnc  hydrate  or  magnesia  should 
be  given  in  large  quantities.  Castor  oil  is  best  purga- 
tive to  expel  arsenous  acid  from  the  intestines. 

Chemical  antidotes,  such  as  :  animal  charcoal,  hydrated  perox- 
ide of  iron,  magnesia,  and  lime-water,  may  prove  useful. 

Opium  is  of  service  as  a  dynamical  antidote.  If  stomach  re- 
jects it,  administer  in  the  form  of  clysters. 
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Use  brandy  and  stimulants  when  there  is  much  depression  and 
collapse. 

If  urine  is  suppressed  give  large  quantities  of  water  containing 
sweet  spirits  of  nitre.

We  had  no  provings  of  this  very  important  combination  until  1847,  when 
C.Hg  prepared  and  proved  it.  What  is  given  in  Allen's  Encyclopaedia  are 
accidental  poisonings,  which  mostly  prove  fatal.  The  only  clinical  ex- 
periments have  been  made  by  Doctor  Drysdale,  in  ]849,  in  the  treatment 
of  Asiatic  cholera.  Laboring  under  the  mistake  that  Arsenicum  was  a  spe- 
cific in  Cholera  Asiatica,  and  supposing  to  get  something  more  powerful 
in  the  arsenetted  hydrogen,  he  altogether  overlooked  that,  notwithstand- 
ing its  sudden  action,  it  would  not  correspond  to  subacute  ailments,  on 
account  of  the  very  slow  development  of  its  symptoms.  Nearly  all  per- 
sons poisoned  even  by  small  doses  died  in  the  second  week.  The  only 
one  that  recovered,  suffered  for  seven  weeks.  The  only  real  cure  on  record 
is  the  one  published  by  F.  W.  Payne,  in  the  New  England  Medical  Gazette. 

The  similarity  of  some  cases  of  Asiatic  Cholera  with  the  symptoms  of 
the  common  arsenic  is,  according  to  Hahnemann's  advice  to  Stapf,  in 
1813,  regarding  Niix  vom.  and  Ignat.,  too  great.    They  are  no  antidotes.

The  pure  metal  was  prepared  by  Dr.Buchheim,  now  Professor  in  Giessen, 
in  1845,  in  the  laboratory  of  Professor  Lehmann.  It  retained  all  its  metal- 
lic lustre  when  it  was  triturated,  in  1847,  in  a  new,  well  cleaned,  dry  mor- 
tar, during  dry  weather.  The  same  triturations  came  into  the  hands  of 
Bcericke  &  Tafel.  To  give  to  our  school  a  vote  in  the  dispute,  if  metallic 
arsenic  had  any  action  or  none,  it  was  introduced  by  CHg,  proved  under 
the  care  of  A.  Lippe,  and  published  in  the  New  York  Monthly,  in  1851.  The 
provers  were:  Doctors  Duffield,  Stevenson,  and  Coxe,  jun.,  besides  many 
more;  among  whom  should  be  mentioned  in  particular,  Tetherbridge.

A  popular  drug  already  known  to  the  Greeks  and  Romans,  in  later  times 
much  given  in  epilepsy  and  spasms  of  children.  The  late  Dr.  Metcalf  pub- 
lished in  1853,  in  the  North  American  Journal  of  Homoeopathy,  Vol.  Ill,  p.  74, 
a  very  valuable  collection  of  cases  cured  by  the  Old  School,  defending  at 
the  same  time  the  use  of  drugs  (pro  tem.)  before  proving.  It  was  also  re- 
commended and  given  in  our  School  before  provings  had  been  made,  by 
Frederick  Miller,  now  in  Montreal,  and  his  cures  were  subsequently  cor- 
roborated.   Only  the  corroborated  symptoms  are  marked  I. 

What  Noak  had  collected  and  Allen  translated,  are  observations  of  Allo- 
pathists,  on  the  sick  only,  but  as  they  are  very  useful,  they  have  been 
added,  and  marked  -.

A  small  proving  of  this  first  of  the  family  of  Aracese  was  made  by  C.Hg. 
in  1822,  on  three  provers,  very  good  observers.  It  was  printed  in  1833,  in 
the  Archives  13,  1,  p.  169,  and  reprinted  with  some  toxicological  symptoms 
by  Noak,  in  1843.  The  latter  are  given  nearly  complete  in  Allen's  Encydo- 
psedia.  Some  noteworthy  reports  of  the  old  school  are  here  added,  because 
they  fully  agree  with  the  observations  of  our  school.

Introduced  by  C.Hg.,  in  1856  {News,  No.  9,  page  66),  after  it  had  been  ap- 
plied, according  to  the  reports  of  a  lay-practitioner,  John  Minz,  Canton, 
0.  (published  by  Daniel  Shiel,  see  News),  in  desperate  cases  of  scarlatina. 
It  was  characterized  in  a  masterly  way  by  Lippe,  in  1852,  in  Am.  Review, 
Vol.  3,  page  28.  All  his  characteristics  have  been  corroborated  in  many 
cases  ever  since,  now  twenty-seven  years. 

It  had  been  proved  by  Dr.  Jeanes,  in  1844,  long  before  it  came  into  use, 
and  in  1867,  one  of  the  best  theses  was  handed  to  the  Homoeopathic  College 
of  Pennsylvania,  by  G.  E.  Graram,  which  was  partly  printed  in  the  Hahne- 
mannian  Monthly. 

For  two  years  Dr.  Gramm  had  made  provings  on  himself  and  a 
woman;  besides  confirming  the  formerly  known  effects  of  the  drug,  he 
very  much  widened  its  range  of  usefulness. 

The  chemical  caution  regarding  the  volatility  of  a  so-called  acrid  princi- 
ple is  useless  to  us. 

The  first  time,  the  Arum  triphyllum  was  given  by  an  old  woman,  in  a 
valley  of  Pennsylvania,  when  it  cured  one  of  the  worst  forms  of  scarlet 
fever  it  was  given  in  the  form  of  powder  from  the  dried  bulb.  Dr.  C.Hg. 
applied,  in  his  first  cases  of  malignant  scarlatina,  in  a  damp  cellar,  in 
Cherry  street,  the  alcoholic  tincture  made  from  the  dried  bulb,  and  Dr. 
Lippe,  who  has  given  us  all  the  characteristics,  used  only  potencies  in  al- 
cohol, mostly  the  higher.

Bute  used  alcoholic  extracts  from  all  parts  of  the  plant,  ripe  and  unripe 
fruit,  the  green  leaves,  the  bark,  and  the  root.  The  tree  grew  in  his  gar- 
den.   Dr.  Eisenbrey  proved  the  same  preparation. 

H.  W.  Taylor  communicated  in  Cincinnati  Medical  Advance,  1878,  a  kind 
of  poisoning  of  five  children  after  eating  freely  of  the  fruit.  The  symptoms 
are  marked  t.

Discovered  in  1833  as  being  the  alkaloid  in  the  berries,  leaves  and  root  of 
Atropa  Belladonna ;  it  was  at  first  used  in  the  homoeopathic  school  by 
such  as  wanted  something  stronger,  and  proved  years  after.  As  it  is,  we 
have  to  regard  all  the  symptoms,  provings,  poisonings  and  cures,  as  very 
uncertain.  See  Fehling's  Dictionary,  Vol.  I,  1871,  p  902.  The  only  trust- 
worthy preparation  is  the  Atropinum  sulphuricum.  This  may  have  been  the 
drug  used  in  many  cases,  in  which  it  was  not  considered  worth  while  to 
add  the  name  of  the  mineral  acid.

In  1824  Stapf  published  in  his  Archives,  Vol.  Ill,  No.  3,  p.  183,  the  Baryta 
ocetica,  proved  by  himself  and  his  friends  Gross,  Hartmann,  Hartlaub  Sen., 
Adams  and  Riickert  Sen.  There  were  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  symp- 
toms, and  some  additional  observations  and  collections  of  Hahnemann 
on  Baryta  muriatica.  Very  few  cures  have  since  been  published,  notwith- 
standing the  masterly  analysis  of  Stapf  in  his  preface. 

In  1828,  in  the  first  edition  of  "  Chronic  Diseases,"  Vol.  II,  p.  32,  appeared 
provings  of  Baryta  carbonica,  the  symptoms  numbering  one  hundred  and 
eight,  which  were  united  with  the  former  of  acetica,  making  in  all  two 
hundred  and  eighty-six.  In  the  second  edition,  in  1835,  with  the  addition 
of  a  second  proving  of  Hartlaub  and  the  numerous  provings  made  on  a 
houseful  of  girls,  by  Nenning,  and  one  proving  of  Eummel,  the  number  of 
symptoms  increased  to  six  hundred  and  eighteen.  Neither  Gross  nor 
Eiickert  made  a  proving  of  the  carbonica,  the  symptoms  got  in  by  mistake 
of  those  who  made  the  arrangement ;  also  Dr.  Neumann's  valuable  ob- 
servations., which  were  made  after  prescribing  large  doses  of  Baryta  muri- 
atica for  two  schoolboys,  and  corroborated  by  repetition.  They  found  their 
way  even  into  Jahr's  manuals,  and  all  the  repertories,  from  where  they 
have  to  be  stricken. 

As  we  have  to  deal  here  principally  with  the  cured  symptoms,  and  only 
very  few  with  Baryta  acetica  have  been  mentioned,  Hahnemann's  example 
is  followed,  and  both  acetica  and  carbonica  united,  the  former  marked  — . 

This  united  collection  will  show  that,  great  as  the  difference  is  from  the 
muriatica,  there  is  hardly  any  between  the  two  others,  and  certainly  none 
in  the  symptoms  cured.

One  of  the  first  of  all  medicines  Hahnemann  experimented  with,  and 
the  one  which  led  him  in  1800  to  the  discovery,  greater  than  any  other 
ever  made  in  the  domain  of  science,  that  the  life  altering  influence  of  drugs 
and  poisons  is  not  like  the  chemical  or  physical,  depending  on  the  masses, 
but  solely  on  the  surface.  This  has  now  been  mathematically  proved  and 
I  we  have  a  full  right  to  laugh  at  the  stupid  stubborn  who  doubt  it.  In 
1805,  Fragm.  de  vin.  med.  posit,  Hahnemann  published  of  his  own  observa- 
tions 103  numbers,  of  others  312';  in  1811  Reine  Arzneimiitellehre,  Vol.  I, 
as  the  first;  of  his  own  observations  176,  of  others  474 ;  in  1829  E.  Ami., 
Vol.  I,  second  edition,  his  own  380,  of  others  and  his  disciples,  Hornburg, 
E.  Kummer,  Herrmann,  E.  Stapf,  W.  Gross,  F.  Hartmann,  C.  F.  Lang- 
hammer,  Riickert,  J.  E.  A.  Baehr,  H.  Lehmann,  A.  F.  Mochel,  1042  symp- 
toms ;  in  all  1422  numbers ;  in  1830  the  third  and  last  edition,  Hahnemann 
had  three  more  provers,  and  in  all  1440  numbers,  many  had  been  contracted 
and  several  numbers  united  into  one ;  in  1875  Allen  has  included,  besides 
the  85  authorities  of  Hahnemann,  in  all  241,  and  gives  without  any  concen- 
tration, 2544  symptoms  without  a  cured  one.  By  the  aid  of  at  least  1455 
cured  symptoms  we  have  been  enabled  to  shorten  the  whole  catalogue  to 
somewhat  less  than  4000.  The  next  following  theme  will  be  the  separation 
of  the  symptoms  obtained  from  berries,  leaves  and  root,  as  far  as  it  can  be 
done.

was  lively  and  often  laughed ;  consciousness  was  entirely 
gone ;   he  did  not  recognize  his  parents. 

■  In  the  evening  he  was  seized  with  such  violent  delirium  that 

it  required  three  men  to  confine  him;  his  face  was  livid;  his 
eyes  injected  and  protruding,  the  pupils  strongly  dilated; 
the  carotid  arteries  pulsating  most  violently ;  a  full,  hard 
pulse,  with  loss  of  power  to  swallow. 

■  Delirium,  either  continuous  or  recurring  in  paroxysms,  mirth- 

ful at  first,  but  subsequently  changing  to  frenzy. 

■  Excited  and  delirious,  with  violent  motions  of  the  arms  and 

legs,  increasing  to  a  raging  delirium. 

■  Furious  delirium  all  night  with  pleasant  hallucinations,  fol- 

lowed by  great  prostration,  and  mental  confusion. 

■  Bites  at  his  attendants  and  himself,  screams  furiously,     d  A 

boy  aged  3. 
Mania,  with  desire  to  bite,  strike  and  run  away. 

■  Highest  degree  of  mania,  complete  restlessness  ;  he  jumps  on 

chairs,  tables  and  stove. 

■  The  paroxysms  of  madness  were  occasionally  interrupted  by 

loud  laughing  and  grinding  of  the  teeth ;  the  head  was  hot, 
the  face  red,  the  look  wild  and  staring ;  pulse  small  and 
very  frequent;  pupils  dilated;  the  arteries  of  the  head  and 
neck  visibly  palpitating,  pulse  hard  and  frequent. 

■  Mania,  at  one  time  merry,  again  would  spit  and  bite  at  those 

around. 

■  Epilepsy  and  mania  furibunda. 

■  ■Rage,  madness,  disposition  to  bite,  to  spit,  to  strike  and  to 

tear  things. 

■  Fury,  with  grinding  of  the  teeth  and  convulsions. 

■  Fury;    they  pulled  at  the  hair  of  the  bystanders. 

■  Such  fury  (with  burning  heat  of  body,  and  open,  staring  and 

immovable  eyes)  that  she  had  to  be  held  constantly,  lest  she 
should  attack  some  one ;  and  when  thus  held  so  that  she 
could  not  move,  she  spat  continuously  at  those  around  her. 

■  ■Desire  to  escape  or  hide  herself. 

■  ■Jumping  out  of  bed,  with  fear,  trying  to  run  away  and  hide. 
She  rather  desires  death  than  fears  it. 

■  She  sought  continually  to  spring  out  of  bed. 
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I  Inclination  to  bite  those  around  him  and  to  tear  everything 

about  him  in  pieces. 
She  "wishes  to  strike,  bite  and  quarrel. 
I  Weary  of  life,  with  desire  to  drown  herself. 
Desires  light,  but  shuns  company. 
Loquacity. 

■  Speech  rapid  and  hasty;    they  often  utter  inarticulate,  con- 

fused sounds. 
Great  loquacity,  foolish  talk,  laughs  without  any  cause. 
Talkative,  then  again  mute. 

■  Delirious,  obscene  talking. 

■  Garrulity;    he  constantly  uses  foolish  and  absurd  language, 

at  which  he  often  laughs  aloud ;  when  addressed  he  turns 
toward  the  speaker,  but  does  not  answer  correspondingly. 

■  She  talks  like  a  maniac,  with  staring,  protruded  eyes. 
Loud   laughter,  wild  abandon,    singing,  whistling,    lascivious 

conversation. 

■  Changes  from  quiet  to  gay  and  merry  mood  in  which  trills 

and  sings  ditties ;  great   thirst,  violent  motion  of  the  arms. 

■  ■Moaning. 

■  Much  moaning,  distress,  a  sudden  crying  out.     ^Retention 

of  urine. 
Weeping  and  screaming,  made  worse  by  gentle  comforting. 

■  She  was  violently  delirious,  screamed  and  wept  aloud,  and 

was  unmanageable,  suffered  the  greatest  anxiety  and  despaired 
of  recovery. 

The  child  cries  out  suddenly,  and  after  a  while  it  ceases  cry- 
ing as  suddenly  as  it  began,  and  appears  as  if  nothing  had 
been  the  matter. 

Crying  and  howling  of  children,  as  from  rage. 

■  ■Instead  of  eating,  bit  the  wooden  spoon  in  two,  gnawed  the 

plate,  and  growled  and  barked  like  a  dog. 

■  The  boy  was  quite  beside  himself,  struck  at  his  mother,  bit 

her,  made  terrible  grimaces  and  contortions  of  the  limbs,  did 
not  remain  a  moment  in  one  place. 

■  She  attempted  to  bite  and  strike  her  attendants,  broke  into 

fits  of  laughter,  and  gnashed  her  teeth ;  the  head  was  hot, 
the  face  red,  the  looks  wild  and  fierce. 

■  She  tears  her  night-dress  and  bed-clothes. 

Picking  at  bed-clothes  as  if  looking  for  something  lost,  with 

confused  muttering. 
In  his  delirium  he  picked  at  the  bed-clothes,  and  threw  them 

ofi",  and  sought  continually  to  spring  out  of  bed. 
Foolish,  ludicrous  antics  and  gestures ;  they  touch  everything 

within  their  reach ;  foolish  laughing,  excessive  sensibility. 
Became  wantonly   merry,   ran  from  the  house,   and  exposed 

their  nakedness. 
They  behaved  like  drunken  people. 
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Both  children  played  with  each  other  at  hide  and  seek,  calling 
each  other  in  their  sleep. 

I  When  put  into  bed,  he  sprang  out  again  in  delirium,  talked 
constantly,  laughed  out,  and  exhibited  complete  loss  of  con- 
sciousness ;  did  not  know  his  own  parents ;  this  lasted  the 
whole  night. 

iThe  boy  ran  around  the  room  laughing  immoderately,  desired 
neither  food  nor  drink  ;  a  piece  of  bread,  which  he  took  to 
be  a  stone,  he  threw  far  from  him  ;  his  delirium  was  always 
merry,  he  became  totally  unconscious ;  pulse  very  slow,  full ; 
pupils  widely  dilated,  not  sensitive  to  light,  abdomen  some- 
what distended. 

Dancing,  running  and  creeping  about  in  shirt. 

The  child  became  flushed,  wanted  to  escape,  struck  at  people, 
became  delirious  and  restless. 

I  She  turns  about  in  her  bed  in  a  perfect  rage. 

I  In  his  delirium  he  threw  himself  down  from  a  height. 
Nearly  all  the  symptoms  lead  to  violence  of  action;  the  patient 

must  do  everything  violently ;  she  wishes  those  around  her 

to  kill  her. 
Sensation  of  floating  or  gliding  along,  as  if  in  a  boat ;  as  if  the 

body,  or  a  part  of  it  were  greatly  enlarged. 
B  (Aversion  to  noise  and  company. 
Aversion  to  all  mental  occupation  ;  indolence. 
Hands  constantly  in  motion,  trying  to  catch  things  in  the  air. 

I I  She  will  sit  and  break  pins  into  pieces,  half  a  day  at  a  time. 
She  feels  of  those  around  her;  at  times  she  seats  herself;  at 

times  she  acts  as  if  she  were  washing,  or  as  if  she  counted 
money,  or  as  if  she  were  drinking ;  she  mutters  as  if  asleep  ; 
she  talks  like  a  maniac,  with  staring,  protruded  eyes ;  talks 
about  dogs  that  swarm  around  her  ;  converses  with  a  late 
sister  in  a  church-yard ;  beautiful  images  present  themselves 
to  her  as  if  by  a  charm. 

Disinclination  to  talk,  or  very  fast  talking. 

Very  mirthful  mood,  singing  and  whistling  ;  frequent  laughter. 

Depression,  or  too  great  hilarity. 

Sadness  and  dejection ;  patients  are  indifferent  to  everything, 
seek  solitude,  and  desire  rest. 

Melancholy  ;  hypochondriasis  ;  hopelessness. 

She  is  very  despondent. 

Tremulous  despondency. 

Great  distress,  with  inquietude. 

Despair. 

I  Hysteria,  with  melancholic  mood. 

Became  fearful  when  some  one  approached  him  in  the  street, 
and  when  they  had  passed,  he  insisted  on  it  that  he  had 
stabbed  them. 

I  Starts  in  affright  at  the  approach  of  others. 
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1 1  Fear  of  imaginary  things,  wants  to  run  away  from  them. 

Cardiac  anxiety,  with  anguish  and  restlessness. 

Anxiety  and  fear  of  imaginary  objects  and  hallucinations, 
ghosts,  soldiers  which  come  to  take  them  away,  black  anim- 
als, rats,  dogs,  wolves,  etc. 

Anxiety,  restlessness,  nausea  and  pain  in  the  back,  with  wind- 
colic. 

■  Anxiety,  anguish,  trembling,  constant  restlessness. 

iBy  day  great  anxiety  ;  she  has  no  peace  anywhere  ;  it  seemed 

to  her  as  if  she  must  fly  away. 
Anxious  and  confused,  fears  she  is  about  to  die. 
Tremulous,  anxious,  nervous. 
Anxious  and  timorous. 

Nervous  anxiety,  restlessness,  desire  to  escape. 
Anxiety,  followed  by  sweat. 
Intolerable  anguish  during  the  time  she  is  free  from  rage,  with 

desire  to  die. 
Loss  of  courage. 

I  1  Weary  of  life,  with  desire  to  drown  herself. 
Very  sensitive,  irritable  mood. 

■  Very  excitable  mood,  easily  brought  to  tears. 
Weeping,  irritable  mood. 

iFretfulness  ;  nothing  seemed  right  to  him  ;  was  vexed  with 

himself. 
Weeping  and  vexation  about  trifles,  with  headache  and  pressure 

in  the  forehead,  and  great  dryness  of  mouth. 
Morose  and  serious. 

I  Anger,  proceeding  even  to  paroxysms  of  convulsive  rage. 
1  Quarrelsome,  during  exuberant  mirth. 
Quarrelsomeness,  cannot  be  quieted,  with  disposition  to  violent 

rage. 
Great  inquietude,  goes  from  place  to  place. 
Great  restlessness  and  indescribable  anxiety,  cannot  sit  or  lie 

long  in  any  position  ;  they  seek  to  fly. 
Mania :  with  intense  craving  for  snuff";  voracious  appetite,  they 

swallow  everything  in  their  reach ;  generally  constipated ; 

wild,  unsteady  look,  eyes  brilliant,  face  flushed,  breathing 

anxious,  irregular;  sexual  excitement,  inclined  to  masturbate ; 

sleepless  and  restless. 
Stupefying  headache. 
^  Sensorium.     All  the  senses  more  acute. 

I  Great  irritability  and  impressionableness  of  the  senses  ;  he 

tastes  and  smells  everything  more  acutely ;     the   sense   of 

taste,  of  sight,  and  of  hearing  is  keener,  and  the  mind  is 

more  easily  moved,  and  the  thoughts  more  active. 
Great  irritability  of  the  senses. 

■  Excessive  nervous  excitability,  with  exalted  sensibility  of  all 

the  organs  ;  the  least  noise,  the  least  light  is  annoying. 
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His  senses  deceive  him. 

I  Cloudiness  or  dullness  as  if  drunken. 

Feeling  of  drunkenness,  with  reeling. 

Bewildered  feeling  in  the  head. 

Painful  dullness  of  the  head. 

Dullness  and  dazed  feeling,  made  worse  by  moving  the  head, 

still  more  by  walking. 
The  whole  head  is  muddled. 
Weariness  of  the  head. 

I  I  Heaviness  of  head,  seems  about  to  fall  asleep. 
B I  Blood  mounts  to  the  head,  which  becomes  heavy  as  if  giddy, 
i  Weight  in  head  as  if  he  would  fall. 
Dizziness,  with  sensation  as  if  a  board  were  before  her  forehead, 

falling  to  the  left  or  backwards. 
BVertigo,  it  appears  to  him  as  if  objects  around  him  swayed 

to  and  fro. 
Vertigo,  as  if  she  were  being  rocked. 
When  in  the  act  of  lying  down,  it  seems  as  if  the  bed  was 

bouncing  the  patient  up  and  down. 
Vertigo,  as  if  everything  turned  around  in  a  circle. 

I  Vertigo  increased  on  every  movement  of  the  body.    . 

I I  Vertigo  when  stooping,  or  when  rising  after  stooping. 

II  Vertigo,  mostly  at  night  on  turning  over  in  bed,  or  when 

getting  up  in  the  morning,  also  when  walking,  and  on  every 

change  of  position. 
Giddiness,  with  falling  and  loss  of  consciousness. 
Throbbing  in  the  head,  buzzing  in  the  ears,  dimness  of  vision, 

flushed  face,  anxiety  and  nausea,  even  vomiting. 
■  Vertigo  with  rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  roaring  in  the  ears, 

and  slight  mistiness  of  vision. 
BVertigo  with  dimness  of  vision,  vanishing  of  sight  or  flickering 

before  the  eyes. 
BVertigo  with  perceptible  pulsations  in  the  head,  dilated  pupils, 

with  nausea. 
Vertigo  with  tired  feeling  before  and  after  the  attack. 
BVertigo,  then  headache,  then  falling. 
^  Inner  Head.     Frontal  headache. 

iPressive  headache,  especially  in  the  forehead. 

B  Headache  as  if  a  stone  were  pressing  the  forehead,  relieved 

by  laying  the  head  down,  and  stooping,  with  dilated  pupils, 

and  whining  ill  humor  after  trifles. 
I  Painful  pressure  in  the  head,  especially  in  lower  part  of  fore- 
head,  directly  above  the  nose,  intolerable  on  stooping  or 

reading. 
B  Sensation  as  if  the  brain  were  pressed  to  the  forehead,  which 

disappeared  directly  on  bending  the  head  backward. 
BPain  in  stooping  forward,  as  if  everything  would  issue  at  the 

forehead. 
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I  Headache  as  if  the  brain  would  be  pressed  out,  in  the  fore- 
head, just  above  the  orbits,  which  prevents  the  ejes  being 
opened,  and  obliges  him  to  lie  down. 

I  Tensive  pressure  in  right  side  of  forehead. 

Pressive  frontal  headache  so  severe,  when  walking,  that  the 
eyes  were  drawn  shut ;  better  when  sitting,  ceases  when  lying 
down,  worse  rising  again  or  going  into  open  air. 

■  Severe  shooting  in  right  frontal  eminence,  <  from  bending 

forwards,  >•  by  pressure. 

Pain  ameliorated  by  strong  pressure  on  forehead. 

Frequently  obliged  to  stand  still  in  walking,  from  violence  of 
pam  in  forehead ;  at  every  step  it  seemed  as  if  brain  rose 
and  fell  in  forehead ;   >  by  strong  pressure  on  forehead. 

I  Boring  pain  under  right  frontal  eminence,  early  in  morning 

soon  after  waking. 
Aching  in  forehead,  during  motion  it  increases  so  much  as  to 

cause  the  eyes  to  be  closed. 
Violent  frontal  headache  with  heat  and  redness  of  face  and 

throbbing  carotids  ;  occasionally  nausea. 

■  Soreness  in  sinciput,  stiffness  in  occiput. 

Headache  above  the  orbits,  as  if  the  brain  was  compressed,  so 
that  he  was  obliged  to  close  his  eyes. 

She  is  very  much  troubled  with 'throbbing  headache,  particu- 
larly over  the  eyes. 

One-sided  pressure,  or  tensive  pain  moving  from  the  temple 
or  forehead  to  the  orbit,  spreading  from  there  to  the  entire 
half  of  the  brain,  made  worse  by  motion  of  the  head  and  eyes 
from  rays  of  light  and  from  the  slightest  noise. 

I I  Pain  in  head  and  eyeballs,  eyes  felt  as  if  starting  from  their 
sockets. 

■  Violent  headache,  chiefly  in  orbital  region,  with  redness  of 

the  eyes  and  face. 
Headache  aggravated  by  moving  the  eyes,  by  looking  down  and 

reading. 
BA  drawing  down  in  temples  and  in  right  orbit. 
I  Half-sided  headache  extending  into  orbits  and  bones  of  the 

nose,  with  a  pressing,  bursting,  wave-like  sensation. 

■  Fullness  and  pressure  at  temples  and  forehead,  with  pain,  mak- 

ing him  restless  and  uneasy. 
■Violent  shooting  pain  in  right  temple. 
The  pains  are  tearing,  drawing,   begin  in  the  right  temple, 

spread  over  the  orbit  to  the  right  cheek,  and  are  aggravated 

by  the  slightest  motion. 

■  Pressive  pain  in  right  temporal  region,  which  on  supporting 

the  head  with  the  hand  increases  to  a  sense  of  bursting  and 
extends  into  the  right  frontal  eminence.   ■ 

■  Dull  shooting  in  left  temple,  from  in  out. 

■  ■Stabbing,  as  with  a  knife,  from  one  temple  to  the  other. 
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■  Sharp  cutting  pain  in  right  side  of  head,  from  frontal  to  occi- 

pital region,  becoming  general,  and  at  last  setting  in  left 
parietal  bone. 

I  Boring,  tearing,  cutting,  shooting  pains  in  various  parts  of 
head,  generally  worse  on  right  side  and  in  forehead,  less  in 
occiput. 

Dull  pressive  pain  on  one  or  other  side  of  head. 

Violent  throbbing  in  brain,  from  behind  forward  and  toward 
both  sides  ;  the  throbbing  ends  on  surface  in  painful  shoot- 
ings. 

Tensive  pressure  in  left  vertex  and  in  forehead. 

Tearing  pain  in  right  vertex. 

■  Three  violent  stabs  through  head  from  forehead  to  occiput, 

whereupon  all  previous  headache  suddenly  disappears. 

■  Sensation  of  heaviness  in  head,  with  pressure  in  occiput,  or 

pressing  sensation  in  brain  towards  temples,  with  dimness  of 
vision  and  dullness  of  hearing. 

■  Incessant,  dull,  pressive  pain  on  one  or  the  other  side  of  head. 

■  Pressure  in  head,  now  here,  now  there,  which  occupies  each 

time  large  areas. 

■  Violent  pressing  in  whole  head,  from  within  outward,  as  if  it 

would  burst. 
Continuous  and  forcible  -distension  of  the  whole  brain ;  head- 
ache close  above  the  orbits,  as  though  the  brain  were 
pressed  out ;  the  eyes  remain  forcibly  closed,  on  account  of 
the  pain,  the  pupils  being  contracted  to  the  highest  degree, 
and  the  voice  scarcely  audible. 

■  Headache,  as  if  the  sutures  of  the  skull  were  being  torn  open, 

and  as  if  a  lever  were  being  applied,  whereby  the  head  was 
forced  asunder. 

■  Incessant  drawing  and  expansive  pain  in  head,  as  if  something 

in  it  rocked  and  swayed  in  a  jerking  manner. 

■  Headache  in  vertex,  a  kind  of  twisting,  sometimes  also  dig- 

ging, sometimes    tearing,    becomes    much   more  violent  on 

external  pressure ;  the  skull  seemed  to  be  quite  thin,  as  if  it 

could  be  pressed  through. 
Stitches  and  tearing  in  the  head. 
Boring,   tearing,   cutting,  shooting  pains  in  various  parts  of 

head,  generally  worse  on  right  side  and  in  forehead,  less  in 

occiput. 

■  Stabbing  through  the  head,  as  if  with  a  double-edged  knife,  in 

evening. 

■  Stabbings  in  right  side  of  head,  as  if  with  a  two-edged  knife, 

which  next  are  felt  in  front  of  head,  then  in  vertex,  then  in 
occiput,  so  that  she  cannot  lie  on  either  side. 

Swashing  in  head  as  if  full  of  water. 

Sensation  as  if  the  brain  was  shaken  in  the  skull. 

■  Feeling  in  brain  like  the  swashing  of  water. 
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I  Gouty  headache,  most  half-sided ;  flying  stitches,  felt  very 

deep,  sometimes  commencing  like  a  blow  on  a  part  of  the 
head,  passing  over  into  a  long  and  very  painful  stitch,  draw- 
ing through  whole  half  of  head  and  lasting  some  minutes, 
often  with  loss  of  consciousness. 

I I  Pains  come  on  suddenly,  last  indefinitely,  but  cease  suddenly. 
I  Hysterical  headache. 

Hemicrania;  migraine. 

iVery  intense  headache. 

I  Headache  makes  him  first  blind,  then  unconscious. 

■  Headache  increases  at  night,  makes  him  crazy,  he  has  to  run 

up  and  down  and  often  falls. 

■  Attacks   of  headache,  accompanied  by  pain  in  small  of  back ; 

cold  feet;  difficulty  in  swallowing;  nausea  and  vomiting; 

frequent  urination ;  oppression  of  chest ;  stifi'  neck ;  irrita- 
ble mood,  and  tired  feeling  in  the  limbs. 
Headache,  with  desire  for  lemonade. 
Headache,  with  sleepiness,  but  cannot  sleep. 
The  pains  in  head  are  aggravated  by  noise,  light,  motion,  when 

moving  the  eyes,  by  shocks,  contact,  the  least  jar,  from  least 

exertion,  and  in  open  air. 
I  Headache  from  heat  of  sun. 
Headache  >  during  menses,  from  pressure,  tight  bandaging 

and  wrapping  up,  but  <  from  warmth. 
I  In  open  air  the  sensation  of  bursting  in  head  is  very  violent, 

and  he  is  afraid  to  cough  on  account  of  the  increase  of  pain. 

■  Pressure  deep  in  brain  over  whole  head,   during  and  after 

walking  in  open  air. 
Jerking  headache,   extremely  violent  on  walking   quickly,   or 
ascending  stairs  rapidly;  at  every  step  a  jolt  as  if  a  weight 
were  in  the  occiput. 

■  He  was  frequently  obliged  to  stand  still  in  walking,  from  the 

violence  of  the  pain  in  forehead ;  at  every  step  it  recurred, 
as  though  the  brain  rose  and  fell  in  the  forehead ;  the  pain 
was  ameliorated  by  pressing  strongly  on  the  part. 

Head  >  from  looking  up  and  bending  the  head  back. 

The  pain  decreased  by  strongly  pressing  the  parts. 

■  I  Headache  worse  when  leaning  forward,  better  when  bending 

backwards. 

■  ■Headache  with  dizziness,  aggravated  by  stooping. 
Pressure  deep  in  brain,  over  the  whole  head,  after  stooping. 
After  waking,  throbbing  in  head. 

Headache  generally  comes  in  the  morning  after  a  restless  night. 

Headache  from  abuse  of  cofiee,  from  overheating,  and  from  cold. 

Congestion  to  the  brain. 

Fullness  and  heaviness  of  the  head. 

There  is  a  general  tendency  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  redness 
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of  eyes  and  face,  which  is  still  more  developed  in  the  spas- 
modic attacks. 

1 1  Rush  of  blood  to  the  head ;  pulsation  of  cerebral  arteries  and 
a  throbbing  in  interior  of  head. 

SThe  feeling  in  the  head  was  that  of  violent  congestion,  a  full, 
tense  and  throbbing  state  of  the  cerebral  vessels,  incidentally 
the  same  sensation  as  would  be  produced  by  a  ligature  thrown 
round  the  neck  and  impeding  the  return  of  the  venous  circu- 
lation. 

Congestion  to  the  head  ;  dry  heat ;  red  face ;  sleeplessness,  or 
soporous  condition,  with  starting,  or  crying  out. 

1 1  Congestion  to  the  head,  with  delirium,     d  Typhus. 

B  Strong  rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  beating  in  the  temples 
and  burning  in  eyes. 

8  Congestion  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  danger  of  apoplexy. 

Cold  sensation  in  brain  at  middle  of  forehead. 

Much  heat  in  head. 

Annoying  pulsation  of  arteries  of  brain  when  lying. 

Strong  pulsation  of  blood-vessels  of  forehead,  and  pain  as  if 
the  bones  were  lifted  up. 

Pulsating  headache,  with  pressure  at  vertex. 

1 1  Inflammation  of  the  base  of  brain  and  medulla  from  expo- 
sure to  the  sun  after  having  the  hair  cut. 

1 1  Meningitis  and  encephalitis,  first  stage :  throbbing  carotids ; 
hot  head  ;  flushed  face ;  glistening  eyes  ;  nausea ;  thirst ; 
scanty  urine ;  no  stool ;  sudden  starting ;  dry  heat ;  frequent 
full  pulse ;  drowsiness  ;  boring  the  head  into  the  pillow,  etc. 

BEncephalaemia;   Ihypergemia  from  active  congestion. 

I  Hydrocephalus  acutus,  with  boring  the  head  into  pillows. 

I I  Apoplexy;  flushed,  hot,  bloated  face;  dilated  pupils;  a 
fixed,  threatening  look  ;  nausea ;  staggering ;  drowsiness ;

B  Drawing  pains  in  frontal  bone  and  in  nape  of  neck,  both  when 
at  rest  and  during  motion. 

B  Headache  with  not  only  visible  but  audible  pulsation. 

BHead  hot ;  feet  cold  ;  rolls  head.     6  Cholera  infantum. 

Hot  head,  sensitive  to  touch. 

Convulsive  shaking  and  bending  backwards  of  the  head. 

IB  Boring  of  head  into  the  pillow.

Contractive  pain  in  the  scalp. 

Painful  swelling  and  redness  of  the  head.

I  Head  swollen  to  double  its  size.

Partial  blindness,  cannot  read  anything  printed. 
Vision  obscured  as  from  a  white  vapor. 

I I  Dimness  of  vision,  or  actual  blindness. 

Amblyopia  caused  by  stoppage  of  menses;  veil  before  sight; 

diplopia ;  chromopsia ;  dilated  pupils  and  stitching  in  right 

eye. 
Irides  insensible  to  light. 
I  Blindness  following  severe  congestive  headaches  after  scarlet 

fever. 
Recognizes  his  friends  through  the  sense  of  hearing,  not  by 

sight. 
(While  the  window  shutters  are  open  he  says  they  are  closed, 

for  he  cannot  see  with  open  eyes,     d  Hepatitis. 

■  Amaurosis. 

I  Complete  amaurosis  caused  by  a  severe  nervous  fever,  or  from 
the  large  amount  of  quinine  given  at  that  time;  pupils 
widely  dilated. 

I  Amaurosis  from  a  cold,  with  much  vertigo  ;  pressing  pain  and 
feeling  of  fullness  in  eyeballs ;  black  spots  before  eyes ;  in- 
creased pain  by  candlelight,  and  much  congestion  of  vessels. 

■  Amaurosis  of  four  years  duration,  occurring  after  suppression 

of  rash  in  scarlatina ;  only  a  perception  of  light  remained  ; 
pupils  dilated. 

■  Apoplexy  of  retina,  with  suppression  of  menstruation,  occur- 

ring in  a  girl,  set.  18  ;  she  was  subject  to  cerebral  congestions, 
sudden  heat  of  head,  vertigo,  burning  and  throbbing  frontal 
pain,  noises  in  ears  and  illusions  oif  vision,  while  rest  of  body 
was  cold ;  headaches  increased ;  pulsation  of  parotids  became 
more  severe  ;  photopsia  and  then  sudden  blindness. 

She  has  a  wild  look,  a  stunned  appearance. 

Restless,  unsteady  look,  vacant  gaze,  at  times  the  eyes  sparkle ; 
face  is  flushed ;  anxious,  irregular  breathing. 

The  eyes  are  dim,  faint,  without  lustre. 

■  Had  a  staring,  threatening,  wild,  wandering  look. 
Staring,  glassy  eyes. 

■  Half  opened,  protruded,  staring  eyes. 

■  The  lids  wide  open ;  eyes  shining  and  protruding. 
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Eyes  red,  protruding,  staring  and  brilliant. 

I  The  eyes  are  very  animated,  with  fully  dilated  pupils. 

Pain  over  eyes. 

Pressive  pain  over  right  eye. 

Deep-seated,  dull  pain  in  back  of  eye. 

I  Pain  in  head  and  eyeballs,  which  felt  as  if  starting  from  their 

sockets. 

The  pain  begins  in  the  orbit,  alternately  spreads  to  the  fore- 
head and  skin  of  the  face. 

Pain  in  orbits ;  often  feels  as  if  the  eyes  had  been  torn  out, 
sometimes  as  if  pressed  into  the  head. 

I I  Orbital  neuralgias,  especially  of  the  infra-orbital  nerve,  with 
red  face,  hot  hands. 

I  Ciliary  neuralgia  appearing  and  disappearing  suddenly ;  pho- 

tophobia; congestion. 

Violent  pain  deep  in  eyes  aggravated  by  movement,  but  par- 
ticularly by  light. 

Transient,  fine,  stinging  pain  in  the  eyes. 

■  Shooting  in  eyes,  from  within  outwards. 
Violent  aching  pains  in  eyes,  from  without  inwards. 
Pain  and  burning  in  eyes. 

Feeling  of  heat  in  eyes  ;  seems  as  if  surrounded  by  a  hot  vapor. 

Burning,  itching  and  smarting  in  eyes. 

Severe  pains  of  glaucoma ;  (glaucomatous  eyes  are  exceedingly 

sensitive  to  the  action  of  Bellad.). 
Mydriasis,  resulting  from  nervous  headache. 

I I  Pupils  dilated. 

Pupils  dilated  and  immovable ;  sclerotica  bluish ;  livid,  lead- 
colored  spots  on  eyelids  ;  deathly  pallor  of  face. 

■  Protruded  eyes  with  dilated  pupils. 
1 1  Contracted  pupils. 

■  Choroiditis,  especially  the  disseminate  form. 

In  chronic  keratitis,  when  suddenly  eye  becomes  intensely  con- 
gested, with  heat,  pains,  photophobia;  pains  often  sharp, 
shooting  through  the  ball  to  the  back  of  head. 

Ulcers  or  maculae  on  the  cornea ;  thickening  of  the  cornea. 

Particularly  useful  in  diseases  of  the  fundus ;  hypersesthesia 
of  retina. 

■  The  optic  disc  greatly  deepened  in  tint,  and  the  retinal  arter- 

ies and  veins  much  enlarged,  the  veins  most  markedly. 

■  Optic  neuritis,  veins  large,  flashes  of  light  before  eye  and 

pains  in  head. 
In  h^persemia  of  optic  nerve  and  retina,  especially  indicated,  if 
dependent  upon  cerebral  congestion  and  accompanied  by  ach- 
ing pain  in  eye,  aggravated  by  any  light. 

■  ■Inflammation  of  optic  nerve  and  retina. 

■  Retinitis  in  a  young  lady  (subject  to  congestive  headaches, 

always  worse  in  the  afternoon) ;  retina  very  hazy  and  cede- 
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matous,  appearing  as  if  covered  with  a  bluish-gray  film,  out- 
lines of  disk  ill  defined,  vessels  large  and  tortuous. 

Rheumatic  iritis  in  early  stages. 

The  eyes  are  congested,  look  very  red ;  cannot  bear  the  light ; 
opening  only  when  in  a  dark  place. 

■  Catarrhal  ophthalmia. 

Ophthalmia  suddenly  appearing ;  worse  right  eye ;  intense 
photophobia. 

Scrofulous  ophthalmia,  cannot  bear  artificial  light. 

Strumous  ophthalmia,  with  abundant  flow  of  hot  tears. 

Inflammation  of  eyes ;  with  redness  and  swelling  of  lids,  also 
of  new-born  infants ;  of  gouty  or  scrofulous  persons,  after 
catching  cold. 

Given  in  cases  of  chronic  ophthalmia  caused  the  eyes  to  burn, 
and  a  feeling   in  cheek-bones  as  if  scalded. 

Conjunctivitis  (especially  catarrhal,  in  early  stages)  with  dry- 
ness of  eyes,  thickened  red  lids,  and  burning  pains  in  eye. 

Conjunctiva  covered  with  red  vessels;  shooting  pains;  eyes 
water. 

I  In  chronic  forms  of  hyperaemia,  if  a  red  conjunctival  line  is 
very  marked  along  the  line  of  fissure  of  lids. 

iTunica  conjunctivae  highly  injected;  the  whole  eye  promi- 
nent and  preternaturally  brilliant. 

■  I  Strabismus,  due  to  spasmodic  action  of  muscles,  or  when  re- 

sulting from  brain  affections. 
Spasmodic  motion  of  eyes. 

■  Spasms  of  eyes  distorting  them. 

I  The  eyes  are  in  constant  motion,  the  pupils  extremely  dilated. 
The  eyeballs  turn  convulsively  in  a  circle. 

■  The  eyes  become  distorted,  with  redness  and  swelling  of  the 

face. 
I  I  Swelling  and  suppurative   inflammation   of  left  caruncula 
lachrymalis. 

■  Dryness  of  the  eyes. 

■  Feeling  of  burning  dryness  in  both  eyes. 
Feeling  of  sand  in  eyes. 

■Eye  dry,  motion  attended  with  a  sense  of  dryness  and  stiffness ; 
surface  of  the  ball  became  quite  dry,  causing  a  very  disagree- 
able sensation,  not  relieved  by  winking  or  continued  closing 
of  eyes.

■  Roaring,  ringing,  or  noises  in  ears. 

■  Roaring,  tingling,  humming  and  murmuring  in  ears. 
Roaring  in  ears  ;  vertigo  and  dull  colic. 

Fancied  noise  awakens ;  slight  delirium  on  waking. 
Deafness  as  if  a  skin  were  drawn  over  the  ears. 
Hardness  ot  hearing,  owing  to  having  taken  cold. 

■  I  They  lose  their  hearing,     d  Typhus. 

■  Tearing  in  internal  and  external  ear,  in  a  downward  direction. 
Stitches  in  ears. 

Shooting  in  internal  ear,  with  hardness  of  hearing  on  same  side. 
Pinching  in  ears,  first  right,  then  left. 
Earache,  with  boring  and  screwing  in  ears. 

■  Acute  thrusts  in  internal  ear,  with  pinching  like  earache. 

■  Soreness  extending  from  throat  to  ears. 

Lacerating  from  above  downwards  in  external  and  internal  ear. 

■  Tearing  in  right  external  ear  and  whole  right  side  of  face,. 

downwards. 

The  violent,  tearing  pain  spreads  from  external  ear  both  back- 
wards and  forwards  to  whole  side  of  face. 

Sharp  pains  in  and  about  ears,  sometimes  excited  by  chewing,. 

■  ■Otalgia. 

■  Acute  inflammation  of  ears. 

■  ■Otitis  interna;  child  screams  in  sleep;  delirium  ;  rolling  of 

head ;  threatens  extension  to  meninges. 

■  Otorrhoea. 
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llnflammatory  swelling  of  ears,  and  also  of  parotids. 

I  (Swelling  of  right  parotid  gland,  with  erysipelatous  bright 
redness  and  violent  shooting  pains. 

Inflammatory  swelling  of  parotid  gland. 

Violent  shootings  in  right  parotid,  extending  into  external  ear, 
where  it  becomes  cramp-like  and  then  disappears  ;  it  returns 
again  the  following  day,  also  at  the  same  hour. 

Inflammation  of  glands  about  the  ears,  with  tearing  and  stitches. 
^  Smell  and  Nose.     Oversensitiveness  to  smell. 

Extreme  sensibility  of  smell;  odor  of  tobacco  and  soot  are  in- 
tolerable.

Loss  of  smell. 

I  Smell  in  nose  as  from  herring-brine  or  sour  beer.     ^Coryza. 

Putrid  smell  from  nose. 

Cramp  at  root  of  nose. 

I  Nosebleed:  with  congestion  to  head;  in  children  at  night. 

I  Very  frequent  epistaxis,  with  pulsative  pains  in  head,  espec- 
cially  at  night  when  in  bed  and  on  waking  in  the  morning. 

Bleeding  of  nose ;  distended  abdomen ;  the  throat  frequently 
becomes  sore ;  eyes  are  often  inflamed ;  bloated  face  ;  no  good 
sleep,  hears  all  that  is  going  on  at  night. 

Discharge  of  mucus,  mixed  with  blood,  from  nose. 

■  Frequent  sneezing. 

B Frequent  dry  sneezing,  with  tickling,  especially  in  left  nostril. 

Spasmodic  sneezing,  with  cough,  of  children. 

B  Sensation  of  dryness  of  Schneiderian  membrane. 

Dryness  of  nose,  with  dull  frontal  headache. 

Coryza ;  one  side  of  nose  stopped  up, 

B  Dryness  of  the  nose  and  lips,  the  latter  very  red. 

Nasal  voice  ;  from  stoppage. 

I  1  Coryza,  with  off'ensive  smell  in  nose,  as  of  herring-pickle, 
especially  when  blowing  nose. 

B  B  Suppressed  catarrh,  maddening  headache. 

Inflammatory  swelling  and  redness  of  internal  and  external 
nose: 

Pain  as  if  bruised,  when  touching  the  nose. 

Sudden  redness  of  tip  of  nose,  with  burning  sensation. 

BTip  of  nose  red,  swollen  and  shining. 

Tip  of  nose  is  red  and  hot,  particularly  in  warm  weather. 

Nostrils  and  corners  of  lips  ulcerated,  without  pain  or  itching. 

Pustules  break  out  on  cheek  and  nose,  which  rapidly  fill  with 
pus,  become  covered  with  a  crust. 
*  Face.  B  Cutting,  tearing  pain,  mostly  right  side,  shooting  from 
side  of  face  up  to  temple,  into  ear,  and  down  to  nape  of  neck ; 
worse  from  touch  and  motion;  hard  pressure  sometimes  re- 
lieves. 
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■  Neuralgic  pains  commencing  under  left  orbit  and  running 

back  to  ear.

■  Prosopalgia;  tic  doulereux;  Fothergill's  faceache. 
Extraordinary  mobility  of  facial  muscles,  especially  on  left  side. 
Twitching  of  facial  muscles. 

I  Convulsive  movement  of  the  facial  muscles,  with  distortion  of 

the  mouth. 

I I  Spasm  of  facial  muscles ;  risus  sardonicus  ;  continual  wink- 
ing and  trembling  of  eyelids,  alternating  with  cramps  of  the 
hands  and  feet.

Bluish-red,  bloated  face. 

I I  Red  face,  with  burning  heat.  ^

Flushed  face  and  injected  eyeballs. 

Very  red  and  hot  face,  with  dilated  pupils  and  hot  head ;  with 

throbbing  of  carotids  and  injection  of  scleroticse.

■  Dry,  burning,  swollen  and  hardened  lips. 
Raw  feeling  at  corners  of  mouth. 

Eruptions  at  corners  of  mouth  painful  when  touched. 
*®  Teeth  and  Gums.     Sensation  as  if  her  teeth  would  be  forced 
out  of  her  head. 
The  teeth  feel  elongated. 
Digging  toothache. 
Teeth  feel  "on  edge." 
Lacerating  toothache ;  worse  in  evening. 
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Dull  drawing  in  upper  row,  right  side,  all  night. 

Painful  jerkings  in  nerves  of  the  fangs  of  one  or  more  teeth. 

Sore  pain  in  teeth  from  admission  of  open  air. 

I  Toothache  some  minutes  after  eating,  not  during;  increases 
gradually  to  high  degree  and  as  gradually  diminishes.

Toothache,  with  red,  hot  face  and  throbbing  in  head. 

Toothache  with  otalgia. 

Rheumatic  toothache,  particularly  in  females,  especially  when 
pregnant. 

I  Throbbing  in  the  teeth,     d  Pregnancy. 

The  pain  seems  to  start  from  teeth  and  returns  to  them. 
Barking  and  growling,  with  gnashing  of  teeth. 

I I  Grinding  of  teeth. 

Grinding  of  teeth,  with  moaning ;  great  dryness  of  mouth  re- 
lieved for  a  short  time  by  rinsing  with  cold  water. 

Grinding  of  teeth,  with  foam  at  mouth. 

Extremely  troublesome  itching  of  gums,  with  pain  in  throat. 

Vesicle  in  gum  below  one  of  the  front  teeth,  with  pain  as  if  burnt. 

Gums  pain  as  if  ulcerated. 

Extremely  painful  swelling  of  gums  on  right  side. 

I  Bleeding  of  gums. 
*^  Taste,  Speech,  Tongue.     Taste  :  salty  ;  sour ;  bitter ;  pappy ; 
offensive ;  putrid  when  eating  or  drinking. 

Bread  tastes  sour. 

Putrid  taste  rising  out  of  throat ;  also  when  eating  or  drinking, 
although  food  and  drink  have  the  proper  taste. 

Putrid,  disagreeable  taste  in  mouth,  with  a  clean  tongue. 

Insipid  taste  ;  or  loss  of  taste. 

Hasty  speech  ;  often  inarticulate,  confused  sounds. 

I  Stammering  speech. 

Inarticulate  speech  from  hindered  mobility  of  the  tongue. 
Tongue  dry  and  dislike  to  talk.

SB  Paralytic  weakness  of  organs  of  speech.

■  Trembling  of  the  tongue  when  protruded.

■  Dryness  of  the  tongue  and  throat  becoming  so  great  as  to  in- 

terfere with  speech. 
Hot  tongue. 
B  Tongue  dry,  cracked,  and  difficult  to  move. 

■  Tongue  parched  ;  rattling  in  the  mouth  like  a  chip. 
Inflammatory  swelling  of  the  tongue. 
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Tongue :    inflamed  and  much   swollen ;    papillae  of  deep  red 
color ;  tip  and  edges  light  red.

■  Dry,  burning  mouth,  with  great  thirst. 

Paralytic  weakness  of  the  internal  parts  of  the  mouth. 
Hemorrhage  from  the  mouth  and  nose. 

■  The  lips,  mucous  membrane  of  the  mouth,  fauces  and  nose, 

very  hot  and  dry. 
Dry  mouth  and  lips. 

■  Dryness  of  mouth,  with  thirst. 

■  ■  Mouth  feels  scalded. 

■  Dryness  of  whole  inner  lining  of  cheek,  the  tongue,  which 

looks  as  if  burnt,  the  roof  of  the  mouth  and  pharynx. 

Red,  inflammatory  swelling  of  inner  mouth  and  soft  palate. 

Lips,  tongue  and  throat  dry,  with  constricted  feeling  in  mouth. 

A  good  deal  of  tenacious  mucus  in  mouth. 

Slimy  mouth  in  morning,  when  awaking,  with  pressing  head- 
ache. 

■  Thick  white  mucus  collects  in  mouth  and  throat,  with  con- 

stant inclination  to  hawk  and  swallow. 
Saliva   thickened,    tenacious,    brownish,  white,   clings  to  the 

tongue  like  glue. 
Salivation  ;   <  when  lying  down. 
Salivation  succeeding  the  dryness  of  mouth. 
Increased  flow  of  saliva. 
*'  Palate   and  Throat.     Dryness   of  roof  of  mouth,  fauces  and 

throat. 
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B  Troublesome  continued  dryness  of  mouth,  lips  and  throat, 
with  a  violent  longing  for  drink,  but  not  satisfied  by  it. 

Great  dryness  of  mouth  and  throat ;  desires  drink  but  cannot 
swallow. 

Desire  to  swallow  saliva,  which  is  painful. 

About  the  fauces  the  sensation  of  dryness  was  most  distressing  ; 
it  induced  a  constant  attempt  at  deglutition,  and  finally  ex- 
cited suffocative  spasms  of  the  fauces  and  glottis  ;  renewed 
at  every  attempt  to  swallow.

The  tongue  and  palate  dark -red;  she  complains  of  dryness  of 
throat  and  of  difficult  swallowing. 

Inflammation  of  the  throat  and  fauces, 

Redness  and  swelling  of  the  uvula  and  soft  palate. 

Burning  sensation  in  the  fauces. 

BThe  mucous  membrane,  from  the  posterior  third  of  the  palate, 
as  far  down  as  could  be  seen,  was  of  a  deep  crimson  color, 
and  the  tonsils  were  much  enlarged. 

B  Angina  faucium,  catarrhalis;  erysipelatosa ;  tonsillaris,  etc. 

B  Amygdalitis. 

Inflammation  ;  also  swelling  and  suppuration  of  the  tonsils. 

B  fi  Tonsillitis  ;  worse  right  side  ;  parts  bright  red  ;  worse  swal- 
lowing liquids. 

The  fauces,  uvula  and  tonsils  are  scarlet  and  shiny. 

Fine  tearing  on  inner  surface  of  angle  of  left  lower  jaw,  in  and 
behind  left  tonsil,  unaffected  by  contact ;  worse  when  swal- 
lowing. 

Sensation  of  foreign  body  in  oesophagus. 

Sensation  as  of  a  lump,  which  cannot  be  removed. 

BFine  tearing  on  inner  surface  of  corner  of  left  lower  jaw;  in 
left  tonsil,  and  behind  latter ;  unaffected  by  contact ;  the 
tearing  is  more  violent  during  deglutition. 

B  Sensation  of  heat,  burning  and  dryness  in  the  throat. 

BViolent  burning  in  throat  (the  mouth  at  the  same  time  being 
moist),  which  is  not  at  all  relieved  by  drinking,  but  is  by  a 
little  sugar,  though  only  for  a  moment. 

B  Constant  pressing  and  burning  in  throat.     ^Quinsy. 
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I  Felt  great  soreness  in  throat,  which  looked  very  red  about 
the  tonsils  and  palate ;  the  soreness  extended  to  ears.

I  Only  with  difiiculty  and  by  constantly  taking  liquids  is  he 

able  to  swallow  solid  food. 
B  Constant  urging  and  desire  to  swallow  ;  seemed  as  if  he  would 

choke  if  he  did  not  swallow.

Constant  desire  for  empty  swallowing,  which  causes  pain  in 

larynx. 
I  When  swallowing,  a  pressing,  urging  pain.      6  Angina. 

■  Swallowing  saliva  or  empty  is  the  most  painful      6  Angina. 

I  Has  to  swallow,  which  is  very  painful;  he  has  to  bend  head 
forward  and  lift  up  the  knee,     d  Angina. 

I A  violent  shooting  pain  in  throat  on  swallowing  or  breathing. 

I  Rapidly  forming  aphthous  ulcers  on  tonsils;  intense  conges- 
tion ;  throbbing  of  the  carotids. 

I  Throat  is  painful  to  touch  on  r.  side,  especially  towards  ear, 
where  it  stings,     d  Angina, 

I  I  Right  hand  clutches  at  the  throat.     ^Epilepsy. 

Pressive  pain  externally  when  bending  the  head  backwards  and 
when  touching  the  parts. 

I I  Cervical  glands  inflame  suddenly. 

^*  Appetite,  Thirst,  Desires,  Aversions.  If  children  in  hy- 
drocephaloid  cry  until  they  get  something  to  eat,  it  is  well 
indicated. 

Complete  loss  of  appetite. 

Aversion  to  food,  particularly  meat. 

I  Anxious  seeking  for  drink. 

Great  thirst. 

Violent  thirst  at  noon. 

I  Excessive  thirst  for  cold  water.     6  Angina. 

I  Desire  for  lemons  and  lemonade,  which  prove  beneficial. 

Desire  for  warm  drinks. 

Great  thirst  in  evening,  with  watery  taste ;  all  drinks  are  loath- 
some. 

Absence  of  thirst. 

Aversion  to  every  kind  of  liquid  ;  she  demeans  herself  like  a 
fury  when  seeing  it. 

Violent  burning,  suffocative,  unquenchable  thirst,  with  inability 
to  swallow  the  least  drop,  or  with  great  aversion  to  drinks. 

I  Thirst  for  water  changed  into  thirst  for  beer. 

Repugnance  to  beer,  acids,  cofl"ee,  camphor. 

Desire  for    tobacco    and    undigestible   things;    swallows    food 
greedily. 
^^  Eating  and  Drinking.      I  Hasty  drinking,  with  trembling. 

After  eating  :  putrid  taste  in  mouth. 

Pressure  in  stomach  after  eating. 

Taking  drink  or  nourishment  excites  vomiting. 

■  At  first  he  pushed  away  a  glass  of  sugared  water,  when  on  be- 
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ing  coaxed  he  attempted  to  drink  it,  only  a  few  drops  passed 
down,  the  rest  was  forced  out  of  the  mouth  by  spasmodic 
contraction  of  the  muscles  of  deglutition. 

After  drinking  beer,  internal  heat. 

Wine  aggravates  dyspnoea. 

Vomiting  after  eating  or  drinking,

Crying  on  account  of  pain  from  the  hiccough. 

Hiccoughing  eructations ;  spasm  composed  partly  of  eructation, 
partly  of  hiccough. 

Half  suppressed,  incomplete  eructations. 

Bitter,  frequent  eructations,  with  want  of  appetite  and  giddi- 
ness. 

Gulping  of  food,  with  pressing  in  stomach. 

Nausea,  with  loathing  of  food. 

Nausea  in  the  throat  and  stomach. 

Nausea  and  bitter  eructations. 

Ineffectual  efforts  to  vomit  about  midnight,  with  cold  sweat. 

Nausea,  retching  and  vomiting. 

Unsuccessful  inclination  to  vomit ;  empty  retching. 

Sick  and  fainty  ;  vomits  everything. 

I  Can't  keep  any  food  on  stomach;  can't  hold  his  head  up ; 
makes  water  freely  ;  exceedingly  cross,  ill-tempered  ;  drowsy, 
but  can't  get  sound  sleep ;  bowels  constipated  very  much ;

I  Violent  shooting,  cutting  pain  in  pit  of  stomach,  forcing  one 

to  bend  the  body  backward  and  to  hold  one's  breath.

■  Burning  in  the  stomach. 

■  Excruciating  pains  about  pit  of  stomach. 
Feeling  of  emptiness  in  stomach.

Chronic  spasm  of  stomach,  always  occurring  during  a  meal ; 
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colic,  as  if  a  spot  in  abdomen  were  seized  with  nails  ;  a  grip- 
ing, clutching,  seizing  with  talons  (see  Ipec). 

I  Fullness  and  oppression  in  stomach ;  cannot  lie  still.  ^He- 
patitis. 

I  Cardialgia  ;  gastralgia. 

I  Hard  pressure  in  stomach  after  eating  ;  violent  stomachache, 

lasting  a  short  time. 

II  Pain  in  stomach  extending  through  to  spine,  between  shoul- 
ders. 

Pains  in  stomach  and  abdomen  worse  when  walking,  and  from 
a  jar;  in  stomach  or  abdomen  as  if  clutched  by  a  hand.

Distension  of  epigastrium,  with  tensive  pain  in  stomach. 
^^  Hypochondria.     Pain  in  liver. 

Acute  and  chronic  hepatitis. 

I  Region  of  liver  painful  and  sore  to  touch.  ^Congestion  of 
liver. 

I  Acute  pain  in  region  of  liver ;  worse  lying  on  right  side ; 
pains  go  to  shoulder  and  neck ;  can  tolerate  no  pressure  or 
jar ;  pit  of  stomach  bloated. 

■  Severe  pressure  in  r.  hypochonder  on  a  small  spot  near  and 
above  umbilicus;  •<  from  motion,  and  very  sensitive  to 
touch,     d  Hepatitis. 

I  The  pain  in  hepatic  region  gets  rapidly  worse ;  spreads  to  back 
and  kidneys ;  causes  retching  and  vomiting  of  bile ;  has  to 
bend  double.     6  Hepatitis. 

B  B  Colic  from  gall-stones  ;  liver  hard.     ^Jaundice. 

Pain  as  if  the  hypochondria  were  being  pressed  out,  when  press- 
ing on  the  epigastrium. 
"  Abdomen,  Loins  and   Groins.     During  the  pain,  the  trans- 
verse colon  protrudes  like  a  pad,  all  the  way  across  abdomen. 

B Colic;  spasmodic  tension  from  chest  to  deep  in  abdomen. 

Colic,  as  if  a  spot  in  the  abdomen  were  seized  with  the  nails  ; 
a  griping,  clutching,  clawing. 

Sudden  violent,  stinging,  cutting  or  pinching  pain,  proceeding 
from  one  place  in  the  abdomen  and  spreading  over  the  larger 
portion  of  it. 

Loud  rumbling  and  pinching  in  belly  ;  wind-colic. 

Violent  cutting  pressure  in  hypogastrium,  now  here,  now  there. 
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Pincliing  colic  ;  flatulent  colic  lessened  by  stooping  forward 

and  by  pressing  on  the  part. 
I  Clawing  around  the  navel ;  better  from  pressure. 
Infantile  colic  ;  the  patient  bends  backwards,  and  pains  appear 

and  leave  suddenly. 

I  Pains  in  abdomen  cause  violent  screaming.     ^Children  with 

dysentery. 

I I  Pains,  particularly  in  abdomen  and  pelvis,  come  on  suddenly, 
continue  violently  a  longer  or  shorter  time,  and  disappear  as 
suddenly  as  they  came. 

I  Children  relieve  their  bellyache  by  lying  flat  on  their  bellies 
across  a  chair. 

Constriction  of  abdomen  around  the  navel,  as  if  a  ball  or  lump 
would  form. 

Contractive  dragging  in  region  of  the  navel,  especially  about 
noon  and  in  the  afternoon. 

Constricting,  pinching  pains  under  the  navel,  coming  suddenly, 
the  patient  has  to  bend  double. 

Ilnthe  hypogastrium,  immediately  below  the  umbilicus,  a  feel- 
ing as  though  the  intestines  pressed  outward,  chiefly  in 
standing. 

I  Along  with  the  sensation  of  distension  of  abdomen,  constric- 
tive pain  below  the  umbilicus,  which  comes  in  jerks  and 
forces  one  to  lean  forward  bent  double. 

Cramp-like,  constrictive  pain  in  lower  intestines.

I  Long  lasting  painfulness  of  the  whole  abdomen,  as  if  it  were 
all  sore  and  raw. 

I  Peritonitis. 

B  Tumefaction  of  abdomen,  which  was  very  tender  to  the  touch. 

Constipation  and  weak  pulse. 

Painfulness  of  the  abdomen  to  contact. 
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Tenderness  even  to  slight  pressure,  especially  over  the  ovarian 

region. 
Sensitiveness  of  the  abdomen  to  the  slightest  touch. 

■  Tenderness  of  abdomen  is  aggravated  by  the  least  jar,  even  of 

the  bed  or  chair  upon  which  she  sits  ;  she  is  obliged,  in  walk- 
ing, to  step  with  great  care,  for  fear  of  a  jar. 

I  Great  pain  in  right  ileocoecal  region,  cannot  bear  the  slightest 
touch,  not  even  the  bed  cover. 

The  abdomen  is  tympanitic  and  extremely  sensitive. 

Abdomen  contracted. 

Distended,  but  neither  hard  nor  painful  abdomen. 

I  Abdomen  distended,  hot.     d  Cholera  infantum. 

•  Much  bearing  down  pain  ;   <  in  morning. 

Feeling  as  if  a  hard  body  pressed  from  within  outwards,  at  right 
inguinal  ring  ;  the  part  not  feeling  hard  to  the  touch  ;  while 
sitting  with  body  bent  forwards. 

Fine  shooting  in  left  groin. 

Violent  twitching  of  the  abdominal  muscles. 

■  Incarcerated  hernia. 
Itching  on  the  abdomen. 

^^  Rectum  and  StOoL     Contractive  pain  in  rectum. 
Straining  and  colic. 

■  Frequent  urging  to  stool  without  result,  or  with  a  very  scanty 

and  hard  evacuation. 
Urging  to  stool,  which  is  thinner  than  usual,  but  passes  in  pro- 
per quantity. 

■  From  10  p.m.  till  2  a.m.  violent  tenesmus,  with  passage  of 

blood  and  slime,  the  rest  of  the  time  thin  but  formed  stools. 

■  Frequent  urging  to  stool,  sometimes  ineffectual  and  with  tenes- 

mus.

Digestion  torpid  ;  stools  scanty. 
Sense  of  constipation. 
Obstinate  constipation. 
Before  stool :  constriction  in  rectum  ;  sore  aching  in  upper 

part  of  abdomen  ;  perspiration  ;  heat  in  abdomen  ;  colic. 
During  stool :  shuddering ;  nausea  and  pressing  pain  in  stom- 

ache  ;  pressure  on  the  genitals. 
Diarrhoea,  with  pressure  on  the  bladder. 
With  stool  passage  of  urine. 
The  diarrhoeic  stool  is  followed  by  frequent  urging,  no  more 

stool  being  passed. 
After  stool :  tenesmus. 

I A  sort  of  tenesmus,  a  constant  pressing  and  urging  toward 
the  anus  and  genitals,  alternating  with  painful  contractions 
of  the  anus. 
Pressing  in  rectum  toward  the  anus. 
B  B  Spasmodic  constriction  of  sphincter  ani.     d  Dysentery. 
B  Bleeding  piles  ;  back  pains  as  if  breaking. 
B Mucous  membrane  of  anus  seems  swollen  and  pressed  out. 
Prolapsus  ani. 

Voluptuous  tickling  in  lower  parts  of  rectum  and  anus. 
Violent  itching,  at  the  same  time  constrictive  sensation  in  anus. 
"  Urinary  Organs.     Stinging,  burning  pain,  from  region  of  kid- 
neys down  into  bladder. 
B  Nephritis. 
B  Spasmodic,  crampy  straining  along  ureter,  during  passage  of 

calculus,     d  Nephritic  colic. 
Sensation  of  turning  and  twisting  in  bladder,  as  from  a  large 

worm,  without  desire  to  micturate. 
Tenesmus  of  bladder,  without  inflammation. 
BDull  pressing  in  vesical  region  during  night. 
Vesical  region  very  sensitive  to  pressure  or  jar.

ilEnuresis  nocturna  of  children. 

Enuresis,  with  profuse  perspiration. 

I  Wets  the  bed;  restless,  starts  in  sleep.  ^Scrofulous  children. 
d  Chorea. 

Between  the  acts  of  urination,  dull  shooting  in  urethra,  behind 
the  glans,  especially  during  movement. 

During  urination :  burning  ;  drawing  in  spermatic  cord. 

After  urination  :  itching ;  smarting  pain  in  outer  edge  of  pre- 
puce worse. 
^^  Male  Sexual  Organs.     Increased  sexual  desire,  with  great  in- 
clination to  masturbation. 

Sexual  desire  decreased. 

Nocturnal  emission  of  semen,  during  relaxation  of  the  penis. 

Inflammation  of  the  prostate  gland. 

■  Inflammation  of  testicles. 

Drawing  pain  in  one  of  the  testicles  and  spermatic  cord,  as  if 
the  testicle  was  drawing  up  into  the  abdomen. 

Violent  stitches  in  testicles,  which  are  drawn  up. 

Tearing  upwards,  in  left  spermatic  cord,  evening  in  bed. 

Soft  painless  tumor  on  glans. 

Violent  pressing  and  urging  towards  genitals,  as  if  everything 
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would  fall  out  there ;  worse  sitting  bent,   and  in  walking; 

better  standing,  and  sitting  erect.

Painful  menstruation,  with  rush  of  blood  to  the  head. 
I  Dysmenorrhoea,   with    spasmodic    contraction  of  uterus  and 

terrible  bearing-down  pains  ;   <C  in  the  morning. 
1  Dysmenorrhoea,  with  pains  in  limbs  and  back. 
I  Dysmenorrhoea  in  women  of  full  habit. 
Amenorrhoea,  with  congestion  to  the  head. . 
I  Flow  of  blood  between  the  periods. 

■  Metrorrhagia. 

Hemorrhage  from  the  womb,  with  contracting  pain  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  abdomen  ;  <<  from  every  motion, 

I  Profuse  discharge  of  hot,  bright  red  blood;  sometimes  dark, 
clotted,  and  of  bad  smell. 

More  or  less  discharge  of  blood  from  the  vulva,  sometimes  feel- 
ing very  hot.

■  Sense  of  heaviness  and  of  fullness,  and  bearing  down  in  parts. 

■  Throbbing  about  the  parts,  and  sense  of  weight. 

■  Stitches  in  vagina,  with  sensation  of  great  heat  and  dryness. 

■  Female  parts  are  sensitive,   can  bear  neither  touch  nor  the 

least  jar. 

The  parts  have  a  scarlet-red  appearance. 

Inflammation  of  external  genitals. 
2*  Pregnancy  and  Parturition.    ■Suitable  for  women,  and  par- 
ticularly during  pregnancy. 
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During  pregnancy :  mental  derangement ;  toothache ;  spasms 
and  convulsions  ;  spasmodic  hacking  cough  ;  fainting. 

Labor-like  pains  deep  in  the  pelvis,  radiating  to  the  back  and 
loins. 

B  Promotes  the  expulsion  of  moles,  etc. 

Labor  pains  :  deficient ;  cease,  have  only  periodical  slight  pres- 
sure on  sacrum  ;  amniotic  fluid  gone,  yet  os  still  spasmo- 
dically contracted. 

■  False  spasmodic  labor-pains;  labor  slow  and  tedious. 

lOld  maids  in  first  delivery,  muscles  rigid. 

I  The  woman,  in  labor,  lies  quiet,  without  pains;  has  only  an 
occasional  pain  in  occiput. 

I  The  parturient  woman  makes  wry  faces,  on  account  of  a  peri- 
odical pressure  in  sacrum. 

Drawing  pains  from  the  small  of  back  to  thighs. 

Ilf  during  powerful  labor  the  os  tincae  is  not  widened  corres- 
pondingly, or  seems  to  be  spasmodically  contracted. 

IB  Constriction  of  lower  part  of  uterus. 

BAfter  the  body  was  born,  but  the  head  spasmodically  held  in- 
side of  uterus,  (five  drops  of  tincture  loosened  the  constric- 
tion in  20  minutes,  and  head  was  expelled;  followed  by  a 
violent  bleeding,  cured  by  Secale).

B Lying-in  women  :  milk  fever ;  deficiency  of  milk,  or  too  great 
a  flow ;  puerperal  fever,  particularly  after  a  violent  emotion, 
or  after  suppression  of  milk. 

B Mania  puerperalis. 

I  Retained  placenta,  with  profuse  flow  of  hot  blood,  which 
speedily  coagulates ;  the  placenta  may  be  spasmodically  re- 
tained. 

B  Hemorrhage  after  confinement,  or  after  miscarriage. 

B  Puerperal  peritonitis  (at  the  onset),  a  hot  steam  seems  to  issue 
from  the  body  of  the  patient. 

B  Great  sensitiveness  of  the  abdomen  after  delivery. 

BYery  acute  after-pains. 

B  Prolapsus  after  parturition. 
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■  Lochia  too  weak  and  insufficient,  or  suppressed. 

■  Lochia  offensive,  feeling  hot  to  the  parts. 

I  Consequences  of  taking  cold  during  confinement. 

■  Phlegmasia  alba  dolens. 

The  breasts  become  filled  with  milk  (in  a  female  who  is  not 
pregnant),  the  milk  running  out. 

■  Too  copious  flow  of  milk. 

■  Inflammation  of  breasts,  in  streaks  or  rays,  diverging  from  the 

centre  to  the   circumference,     d  Moles,    tubercles,   wheals, 

warts,  etc.,  with  a  like  characteristic. 
Swelling  and  induration  of  the  breasts. 
Swollen,  painful  mammae. 
Nodular  swelling  of  the  breasts ;  the  skin  of  the  breast  is  hot 

and  inflamed,  the  pain  is  stinging  and  throbbing.

and  often  inducing  dry  cough. 

■  Painful  dryness  in  the  larynx,  yet  with  an  unconquerable 

aversion  to  all  drinks. 
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Great  sensitiveness  to  the  slightest  pressure  in  the  lower  por- 
tion of  larynx. 
•  Sensation  as  if  some  one  constricted  his  larynx. 

■  Sensation  as  if  the  larynx  was  inflamed  and  swollen,  with 

snoring  breathing  and  danger  of  suffocation. 

Pain  in  larynx  when  talking. 

Great  painfulness  of  upper  part  of  windpipe,  with  danger  of 
suffocation  when  touching  or  turning  the  throat ;  when  cough- 
ing, talking,  or  taking  breath. 

Spasmodic  constriction  of  the  throat. 

■  I Croup-like  spasms  in  larynx,  in  attacks;  fauces  red. 
1 1  Spasms  of  the  glottis. 

1 1  All  the  symptoms  of  membranous  croup,  but  the  usual  re- 
medies are  of  no  avail,  and  the  case  is  characterized  by  sin- 
gle attacks ;  hollow  cough,  with  strangulation  and  putting 
hands  to  larynx,  evidently  a  spasmodic  constriction. 

I  Acute  catai'rhal  laryngitis. 

I  Chronic  laryngitis,  with  spasmodic  dry  cough. 

Noise  and  rattling  in  the  bronchial  tubes. 
^®  Respiration.     Short  breath. 

■  Shortness  of  breath  after  drinking  coffee  in  afternoon. 

■  Respiration  rapid  and  somewhat  oppressed. 
Short,  hurried,  anxious  breathing. 
Breathing  heavy  and  stertorous. 

Rattling  breathing  with  cough. 

■  Quick,  short,  irregular  breathing,  alternates  with  slow,  gen- 

tle, at  times  almost  imperceptible  breathing ;  in  a  child. 
Difficult  respiration. 

■  Breath  hot;  respiration  difficult. 

Asthmatic  paroxysm  in  afternoon  and  evening,  with  sensation 
of  dust  in  lungs. 

■  Asthmatic  complaints,  with  suffocative  spells. 
Attacks  of  dyspnoea  at  night. 

Asthma  in  hot,  damp  weather ;  worse  after  sleep. 

■  Oppression  of  the  chest. 

Dyspnoea  after  rising  in  the  morning ;   >>  in  the  open  air. 
Danger  of  suffocation  when  swallowing,  or  when  turning,  or 

touching  the  neck. 
"  Cough.     Dry  cough :    from  dryness  of  larynx ;  from  tickling 

itching  in  back  part  of  top  of  larynx,   evening  after  lying 

down  in  bed ;  from  sensation  of  a  foreign  body  in  larynx. 
Dry  cough  day  and  night,  with  tickling  in  throat,  or  with 

headache  and  redness  of  face. 
■Very  dry,  tearing  cough  at  night. 

■  ■Cough  accompanied  by  a  red  injected  throat. 

■  Dry  and  short  cough. 

■  Violent  scraping  in  larynx  exciting  a  dry  cough. 

Violent  dry  cough,  as  if  a  foreign  body  had  got  inside  throat. 
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Sensation  as  if  something  was  in  pit  of  stomach,  which  excites 

cough. 
Dry  spasmodic  cough  with  retching,  especially  after  midnight. 
I  Dry  cough,  whereby  the  throat  is  scraped. 
Dry  spasmodic  cough,  with  dull  pain  in  head. 

■  Tickling  and  burning  in  larynx,  with  violent  paroxysms  of 

cough. 

The  cough  is  spasmodic,  rough,  hollow,  hacking,  caused  by  a 
sensation  of  constriction  of  larynx  ;  worse  from  motion  and 
talking,  or  when  the  child  cries ;  when  awaking  from  sleep ; 
concomitants:  congestion  to  head;  aversion  to  light;  rat- 
tling in  chest ;  skin  dry  ;  generally  irritable  in  the  beginning. 

iBarking  cough  waking  suddenly  11  P.M.;  face  fiery  red  ;  cry- 
ing with  cough.     6  Croup. 

Barking  cough. 

I  Short  dry  cough  ;  spasmodic,  or  else  hollow  and  hoarse  cough. 

Whooping-cough  with  sneezing. 

■  Whooping  cough ;  the  cough  comes  in  short  paroxysms;  << 

evening  and  night  most  violent  just  after  midnight;  <  from 
every  movement  or  touch,  especially  at  the  larynx  and  throat; 
<  from  talking  or  crying ;  <C  from  a  deep  inspiration,  and 
when  awaking ;  suitable  at  the  beginning,  or  when  cerebral 
inflammation  intervenes. 

■  Whooping-cough,  with  injected  capillaries. 

Cough,  with  bloody  mucous  expectoration  in  the  morning; 
bloody  taste  in  mouth. 

Frequent  attacks  of  cough  about  11  p.m. 

Night  cough  :  wakes  from  sleep. 

The  slightest  movement  in  bed  at  night  renews  the  cough. 

Nocturnal  cough,  mostly  dry,  with  tearing  in  the  chest,  or  with 
cold  in  the  head  and  stitches  in  the  breastbone.

■  Heat  predominating;    I  I  averse  to  uncovering. 

■  Burning  heat  within  and  without ;  body  burning-hot  like  fire.

without  giving  credit  to  Jeanes.  C.  Hering  received  a  proving  of  Dr.  Nus- 
ser  in  1845,  and  published  a  translation  of  Jeanes'  report  in  his  A  merikanische 
Arzneiprufungen,  adding  all  the  cures  known  at  the  time  and  the  proving  of 
Petroz  from  1847.  This  received  the  honor  of  republication  in  the  famous 
Lehrbuch  of  Grauvogl,  who  was  in  our  medical  school  what  Schopenhauer

1879  H.  V.  Miller  published  cases  in  Lilienthal's  Quarterly ;  these  were 
translated  into  German  and  printed  in  the  Allg.  Horn.  Zeiiung,  July,  1879.

In  the  lumbar  and  renal  region  a  pressing 
straining,  shooting  or  bruising  pain,  extending  to  the  thighs, 
with  stiffness,  numbness  and  sensation  of  warmth,  which 
prevents  raising  the  body  and  rising  up.

Symptoms  in  region  of  kidneys  worse  in  stooping  and  getting 
up ;  more  while  sitting  or  lying  than  in  standing. 

Pain,  weakness  and  trembling  in  region  of  kidneys  after  riding. 

■  Sensitiveness  in  region  of  kidneys  so  great   that  any  jarring 

motion,  riding  in  a  wagon,  jumping  from  it,  was  intolerable.

urethra,  as  if  in  its  orifice,  lasting  a  few  minutes. 

■  Painful  cuttings  in  left  side  of  region  of  bladder  extend  into 

urethra,  coming  from  left  kidney  along  the  course  of  the 
ureter. 
Violent  sticking  pains  in  bladder,  extending  from  kidneys  into 
urethra,  with  urging  to  urinate. 

■  Drawing  sticking  pain  in  one  or  the  other  side  of  bladder,  ex- 

tending down  into  the  female  urethra,  often  arising  in  lum- 
bar region  and  extending  along  the  course  of  the  ureters. 

■  Burning  pain  in  bladder,  sometimes  when  it  is  full,  sometimes 

when  empty,  soon  after  urinating,  several  times ;  frequently 
also  in  morning  before  urinating  for  the  first  time. 

■  Pain  in  bladder  when  moving. 

Cutting  or  burning  in  urethra ;  worse  when  not  urinating ;  fre- 
quently more  on  one  side. 
A  stitch  from  within  outward  in  left  side  of  female  urethra. 
Stitches  in  urethra,  extending  into  bladder. 

■  Most  violent  burning  and  shooting  in  orifice  of  urethra,  after 

climaxis,  ?et.  50. 

Urine  smells  like  coffee. 

Urine:  increased  and  clear,  with  smnll  slimy  sediment,  at  be- 
ginning and  during  exacerbation  of  complaints. 
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Greenish  turbid  urine,  depositing  mucus. 

I  Pale  yellow  urine,  either  with  a  slight  transparent,  gelatinous 
sediment,  which  is  not  deposited,  or  a  turbid,  flocculent,  clay- 
like, copious  mucous  sediment,  mixed  with  a  white  or  whitish- 
gray,  and  later  a  reddish,  mealy  sediment.

Urine  has  a  transparent,  jelly-like  sediment. 

Copious,  slimy  sediment,  with  a  white,  gray,  reddish  furfura- 
ceous  sediment,  and  yellowish-red  crystals. 

Passes  small  calculi. 

Frequent  urging  to  urinate. 

In  derangements  of  urinary  or  genital  apparatus,  with  aggra- 
vation from  slight  fatigue,  getting  worse  as  fatigue  increases. 

Movement  brings  on  or  increases  the  urinary  difliculties. 

Constant  urging,  with  pain  in  neck  of  bladder,  mostly  burning 
and  scanty  discharge. 

I  Urine  very  slow  to  flow,  with  much  pain  and  pressure  in 
region  of  bladder  in  front,     d  Rheumatism  in  knee. 

The  urine  warmer,  and  attended  with  pain  in  lumbar  and  renal 
region. 

I  I  Urinary  symptoms  are  improved  by  rest. 

During  urination,  burning  in  urethra,  with  pressure  on  the 
bladder. 

Pain  in  hips  while  urinating. 

I  After  urinating,  a  sensation  in  the  bladder,  as  if  one  must  go 
again  soon,  or  as  if  some  urine  remained  behind. 

After  urination,  burning  in  urethra  or  bladder;  pressure  in  the 
bladder;  cutting,  burning  and  stitches  in  the  urethra. 

Violent  urging  after  urinating,  particularly  in  morning. 

BWith  the  symptoms  in  the  urinary  organs,  pain  in  loins  and 
hips. 
^^  Male  Sexual  Organs.     Suppressed  sexual  desire. 

Depressed  sexual  function  with  men  too  short,  ejaculate  too 
soon;  with  women,  excitement  too  late,  with  cutting,  shoot- 
ing pain. 

Straining  during  and  after  ejaculation  of  semen. 

Great  prostration  in  the  sexual  parts  after  coition. 
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During  coition,  too  weak  and  too  short  thrill;  ejection  too  soon 
and  imperfect. 

Weakness  and  insensibility  of  the  male  parts. 

Sensation  of  weakness  and  unexcitabilitj  in  the  parts,  espe- 
cially after  urinating. 

Stinging,  crawling,  itching  and  throbbing  in  genitals. 

Pain  in  genitals,  increased  by  motion. 

■  Burning  in  the  urethra. 

■  Smarting,    burning    pains    in    spermatic    cord,   with    several 

stitches,  now  on  one,  now  on  the  other  side. 

Dragging  or  lancinating  pains  in  spermatic  cord,  extending 
into  testicles. 

In  the  spermatic  cord  straining,  burning,  with  stitching,  draw- 
ing and  pressure,  extending  to  the  testicles. 

iSoft,  pulpy  swelling  of  the  left  spermatic  cord,  especially  in 
the  lower  portions,  several  times  when  walking,  with  at  times 
drawing,  burning,  smarting,  or  tearing  pains;  at  times  also 
when  sitting,  with  pain  extending  down  into  the  testicles, 
especially  the  epididymis.

d  Kidney  disease. 
Stinging  in  the  penis  and  the  glans. 
Rasping-burning,  particularly  on  left  side,  also  on  the  glans 

and  the  prepuce. 
Coldness  and  numb  feeling  in  the  prepuce  and  glans. 
Cold  feeling  in  the  prepuce  and  scrotum. 
Scrotum  shrunken,  cold,  with  pressure  in  testicles. 
Itching  on  scrotum. 

Soreness,  especially  on  left  side  of  scrotum.- 
"  Female  Sexual  Organs.     Suppressed  sexual  desire  with  long 
VOL.  II. — 28. 
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delayed  thrill,  and  frequently  cutting  and  stitching  in  parts 
during  coition. 

I  Complete  want  of  pleasurable  sensation  during  coition,  d  Ova- 
rian disease. 

Discharge  too  late  and  painful. 

Coition  is  painful. 

After  coition,  weakness  of  the  parts. 

Menses :  scanty,  of  black  drops  or  filthy  slime ;  too  scanty 
and  painful  with  pain  in  small  of  back ;  consisting  of  gray 
mucus  or  brown  blood ;  fetid  lumps ;  too  slight,  of  watery 
blood,  or  gray  mucus  ;  too  short. 

Catamenia  every  three  weeks. 

The  menses  at  the  proper  time,  but  too  small  in  quantity,  too 
short,  resembling  somewhat  the  washings  of  flesh. 

Suppressed  menstruation. 

Uterine  symptoms  are  at  first  intensified  then  relieved  by  ex- 
ertion. 

For  some  days  previous  to  catamenia,  violent  tearing  in  limbs, 
with  severe  pain  in  back.

^*  Pregnancy.     Sore  gums  during  dentition. 
^'  Voice  and  Larynx.     Hoarseness,  with  pain  or  inflammation  of 
tonsils. 

Tearing  in  throat,  upwards,  particularly  left  side,  with  stiffness. 
^®  Respiration.     Oppression,  with  fluent  coryza,  mostly  at  night. 

Stitches  affecting  respiration. 

With  inhalation,  stitching  between  shoulders,  from  back  through 
chest. 

Shortness  of  breath  when  going  up  stairs. 

Obstruction  of  breath  when  raising  the  arm. 

Breathing  increases  colic. 

Sensation  during  inspiration  as  if  something  were  torn  loose. 
^'^  Cough.     Tormenting,  dry,  short  cough,  with  stitches  in  chest.

Corrosive  feeling  in  skin  of  chest. 
Itching   returns   after   scratching,  with   smarting  stitches  or 

burning. 
Pimples  on  the  chest  and  scapulae. 
Stitches  in  gland  pectoral  and  its  vicinity. 
Pressure  behind  the  left  nipple. 
^'  Neck  and  Back.     Sudden  stitch  darting  from  side  of  neck  into 

upper  arm. 
Tension  in  neck. 

Tearing  in  throat  upward,  particularly  in  left  side,  with  stiff- 
ness. 
Stiffness  in  neck  half-sided,  with  a  sensation  of  inward  swelling. 
Pain  as  if  bruised  or  swollen,  from  right  scapula  to  shoulder- 
joint. 
Tearing  in  and  between  the  scapulae. 
Tearing  between   shoulders,   extending  to  occiput ;  increased 

when  lifting. 
Tearing  between  shoulders  ;  also  between  shoulders  and  spine, 

with  oppression  of  chest;  in  point  of  shoulder-blade,  from 

shoulders  to  loins.

Pressure  and  heaviness  in  arm,  which  sinks  down. 

Numbness  and  disabledness  on  external  side  of  arm  ;  increased 
when  the  arm  hangs  down. 

Cold  arms. 

Soreness,  with  burning  and  painfulness  to  touch  of  skin  about 
arms  when  sitting. 

Blotches  like  nettle-rash  on  upper  arm,  scaling  off. 

Lymphatic  swelling  in  flexors  of  arm,  with  petechia-like  spots, 
and  burning. 

Dingy  red  marbled  spots  on  arms,  with  bruised  pain. 

Pimple  on  point  of  each  elbow,  much  inflamed  after  rubbing. 

In  the  elbow-joint  drawing,  tension,  tearing,  stinging  or  burning. 

Tearing  from  elbow-joint  into  ulna  and  hand,  with  heaviness 
and  infirmity. 

iPetechige,  small  and  red,  with  white  spots  on  forearm  and 
backs'  of  hands. 

Pressing  pains  in  the  inner  side  of  forearm. 

Lymphatic  swelling  of  flexors  of  left  forearm,  with  spots  like 
petechige. 

Tearing  along  the 'radius. 

Stitches  along  the  ulna. 

Pressure  in  wrist,  as  if  after  spraining  or  straining. 

In  back  of  hand  a  pressing  shooting,  with  vibration  and  sensa- 
tion of  heaviness. 

Burning  pains  in  hands  increased  by  friction. 

Pain  in  the  wrist  after  exertion  with  the  hand. 

Sensation  as  if  drops  of  cold  water  were  sprinkled  on  the  back 
of  the  hand  on  going  into  open  air. 

Tearing  along  the  metacarpal  bones. 

Tearing,  violent  stitches  towards  the  metacarpus. 

Tearing  on  back  of  fingers,  chiefly  in  joints,  frequently  with 
stifi"ness,  heaviness  and  swelling  of  joints  ;  increased  by  raov- 
ing  and  touching. 

Burning  stitches  in  the  fingers. 

Vibrating  pain  in  fingers. 

Stitches  extending  to  the  points  of  fingers. 

Tearing  in  the  points  of  fingers. 
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Redness  of  the  points  and  back  of  fingers,  with  itching ;  after 
chilblains. 

Pain  under  the  nails,  with  tenderness  to  touch. 

Small  warts  on  the  balls  of  hand,  and  on  middle  finger. 

Small,  flat,  semi-transparent  pimples,  or  rudimentary  warts  on 
fingers. 
^^  Lower  Limbs.      B  Pain  in  hips.     ^  Kidney  disease. 

Drawing-stretching  pain  in  thigh,  as  if  it  were  too  short. 

Tearing-shooting  pains  in  thighs. 

Throbbing  in  thigh. 

Stitches  from  outside  inward  in  thighs. 

Stitches  at  intervals  in  sitting  or  while  walking,  either  through, 
across  thighs,  or  from  hip  down  to  foot. 

A  peculiar,  spongy  sensation,  as  if  feeling  were  lost  in  1.  thigh, 
from  hip  to  knee ;  cupping  brought  no  blood  ;  has  to  limp 
in  walking  on  account  of  the  pain  in  left  thigh.

Tension  in  bend  of  knee,  as  if  tendons  were  too  short. 

Tired,  bruised  and  lame  feeling  in  knee. 

B  Sensation  in  knees  as  if  palsied,  weary  and  beaten,  after  walk- 
ing, and  when  arising  from  the  seat. 

BLeft  knee  twice  the  size  of  the  other,  very  stiff,  sore  and 
painful,     d  Rheumatism. 

Swollen  veins  in  bend  of  knee. 

Tearing,  stinging,  spasm  and  tension  in  calf  of  leg,  during  and 
after  motion,  attended  with  vibration,  heaviness,  stifi"ness  and 
numbness. 

Cramp  in  calf  of  leg. 

Tearing  pain  in  tibia. 

Tearing  and  stinging  in  shin  and  tendo  achillis. 

In  shinbone  straining  pressure,  with  vibration. 

Lower  limbs  pain  as  if  beaten,  with  heaviness ;  can  scarcely 
rise  from  the  seat. 

Twitching,  as  from  something  alive  in  legs. 

Wasting  of  the  lower  limbs. 
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Sensation  as  if  sprained  in  muscles  and  bones  of  lower  limbs. 

Itching  and  swelling  of  legs,  preceded  by  chill  and  heat. 

I  Great  swelling,  pain  and  stiffness,  could  not  raise  foot  high 

enough  to  walk  on  rough  ground,  would  catch  his  toe  and 

fall,     d  Rheumatism  of  knee.

A  shrub  growing  in  the  northern  Island  of  New  Zealand,  attaining  even 
the  size  of  a  tree,  to  twenty  feet  in  height,  bearing  large,  broad,  indented, 
glossy  leaves.  The  under  surface  thickly  covered  with  white,  downy  lay- 
ers. The  flower  is  large,  iianging  in  clusters  of  very  minute,  sweet-scentt'd 
blossoms.    The  Maories  use  the  leaves  externally  over  old  sores  and  ulcers.

While  at  first  the  pains  had  a  nervous  character,  they  are  now 
decidedly  muscular  and  lasting  longer. 

Seems  at  first  to  attack  the  nervous  system. 

It  appears  as  if  the  whole  nervous  system  was  influenced ;  the 
filaments  and  membranous  nerves  first  perceptibly,  but  the 
larger  branches  and  roots  were  unmistakably  affected — which 
is  proved  by  the  intensity  and  constant  pain  in  the  back, 
acting  upon  the  motor  nerves  as  well  as  the  nerves  of  secre- 
tion, but  the  medulla  oblongata  appears  not  to  be  so  immedi- 
ately acted  upon,  as  there  are  no  spasms  and  contractions, 
and  no  cerebral  disturbances,  and  only  later  in  the  provings, 
muscular  sensation  of  continuous  contraction  appears  to  take 
place. 

The  seventh  pair,  facial  and  auditory,  seem  to  participate — ex- 
tending in  their  ramification  to  the  inferior  dental  and  auric 
branches,  principally  left  side. 

The  sciatic  and  crural  nerves,  as  well  as  the  saphenic,  seem 
most  and  directly  influenced,  while  in  the  upper  extremity 
the  ramification  of  the  brachial  and  radial  nerves  are  more 
influenced. 

The  muscles  seem  to  be  affected  secondarily  after  longer  prov- 
ing; the  power  of  contraction  and  action  becomes  more  in- 
fluenced after  the  proving  has  been  carried  on  some  time, 
and  which  depends  also  on  the  intensity  of  the  dose.

Proved  by  C.Hg.,  in  1838,  and  later;  a  carefully  made  collection,  number- 
ing five  hundred  and  ten  symptoms,  obtained  with  the  use  of  high  and  low 
doses  from  fourteen  provers,  four  of  them  being  females,  and  containing 
nearly  all  the  characteristics  which  have  hitherto  led  to  innumerable  cures, 
was  published  in  the  Archives  in  1846.  It  was  proved  later  by  Lembke  in 
lower  and  by  Berridge  in  higher  potencies,  the  result  being  confirmatory.
